GETTING ZINES 


Just a few hints to consider when you're writing away for 
fanzines: 


If we list a name in the address for a zine, you ought to 
make checks or money orders out to that name rather 
than the zine name. If a zine has odd payment 
requirements, we try to note this in the address section of 
the listing. In general, cash is preferable to money orders 
which ‘are preferable to checks. But if you send cash, wrap 
it carefully, and don't send coins! 
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On a related topic, when we put a question mark after the 
price it means that we're guessing because the zine editors 
didn't list a price. 


We list single copy rates whenever we can find them, 
otherwise we try to indicate how many issues your 
subscription covers. If we put something like $10/yr it 
means we can't tell how many issues come out in a year. 


If we separate issue numbers with a dash, they're single 
issues; a slash indicates two-in-one issues. So, for example, 
#7-11/12 indicates that we received #7, a double issue 
containing #11 and #12, and everything in between. 
Prices given are for one issue, not for a set of all the issues 
reviewed, unless otherwise indicated. 


On zines with a price under $1, it really helps to include a 
few stamps for postage. SASE means self-addressed 
stamped envelope: #10 with 29 cents postage unless 
otherwise specified. 


If you want to send coins, tape them to an index card and 
wrap a piece of paper around that. And remember that 
there's a postal surcharge on envelopes more than a 
quarter-inch thick. 


Canadians and some Britishers generally don't. mind 
receiving U.S. funds in cash. For Canada it is generally safe 
to send US$1 for each C$1 in price; the exchange rate is 
high enough to cover postage. For Great Britain, US$2 for 
each UK£1 aang price similarly allows for postage even 
after covering the exchange. For other countries you 
should think about alternative payment. Foreign currency 
is available at larger banks, and IRCs (International Reply 
Coupons, which can be exchanged for stamps almost 
anywhere in the world) at your post office. Foreign MOs 
are also available from the post office, but can take forever 
to get. Sending checks to other countries is not a good 
idea since bank exchange charges can be outrageous. 


Age Statement means that you should send along a 
signed note saying that you're over 18 (or over 21, if you 
are) to help the publisher avoid legal hassles associated 
with distributing sexually-explicit material. In fact, it's a 
good idea to include an age statement for any zine that 
might contain blunt writing or explicit pictures, whether 
we mention it in the review or not. 


The Usual refers to the traditional method of obtaining 
Science Fiction fanzines without sullying oneself with 
cash. Generally this includes trading other zines, writing 
locs, contributing articles or art, or being recipient of a 
whim. These days $1 is often accepted as the equivalent to 
these more active approaches. 


We'd appreciate it if you'd mention factsheet five when 
ordering zines you saw reviewed here. It helps us all in the 
long run, as the more credibility we build up the more fine 
zines we'll be able to bring to your attention. 


If you have any problems with a zine please let us know. 
We'll be happy to try to contact publishers in cases of 
non-receipt, or if you wish, we can print your letter in our 
Letters to the Editor column. 99% of the time it's just a 
case of things being lost in the mail. If you are writing to 
complain, it is imperative to include all the details: what 
you ordered, when, what form of payment and how much 


=) 
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you sent, as well as what you've done to follow up yourself. 


If you have time, any zine publisher enjoys hearing 
comments on the zine he has sent you. This is especially 
true if you didn't like it; we all like to improve. Even a 
simple note of thanks can make a publisher's day, though. 


Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may 
not be able to get the exact issue that I reviewed. It's best 
just to request the most recent or the next issue and save 
trouble for everyone. And be patient; if the current issue is 
all gone, it may take a while. 

And since it may take a while, the envelope your order 
came in may get lost. Make sure your address is on the 
letter itself! Otherwise you may not get your copy despite 
the best intentions of the publisher. 


Most zine publishers are willing to exchange their zines for 
others, so we generally don't mention this in listings 
unless I know they don't swap. But use some discretion -- a 
150-page typeset music publication is unlikely to swap 
with a 4-page xeroxed newsletter on Central American 
farming. And remember, publishers are under no 
obligation to respond to unsolicited zines, so if you can't 
afford to give away the copy, don't send it. 


When an advertiser or publication indicates a price of, for 


example, 2 FRN’s or 5 FRN’s, you should send that many 


Federal Reserve Notes ( dollar bills ) in cash. Many people 
would say $2 or $5, but there are those who draw a strong 
distinction between authentic dollars and the evidence of 
the US debt issued by the Federal Reserve. 


When ordering books, shirts, comics and other non- 
periodicals which originate within your own state, be sure 
to enclose money to cover sales tax. 


THOSE FUNNY NUMBERS 


What the little stuff in parentheses after each zine review 
do is tell you how big the zine is. First comes a letter for 
the size of the paper, or at least close to it: 


A3 : about 11 1/2 by 16 1/4 inches 
A4 : about 8 1/4 by 11 1/2 inches 
AS : about 5 3/4 by 8 1/4 inches 


D : Digest, about 5 1/2 by 8 1/2 inches 


HL : Half Legal, 7 by 8 1/2 or 4 1/4 by 14 inches 
HS : Half Standard, 4 1/4 by 11 inches 


L : Legal, 8 1/2 by 14 inches 
S : Standard, 8 1/2 by 11 inches 
Q: Quarto, 8 by 10 inches 


M : Mini, 4 1/4 by 5 1/2 inches 

MM : Micro, smaller than mini 

O : Oversized, larger than tabloid or odd-sized 

T: Tabloid, usually 11 by 17 inches, on newsprint. 


Next comes a number, which is the number of pages. Last 
there may be a suffix: t for typeset or laser-printed, or r for 
photo-reduced or small type. Finally, in section where 
more than one person is writing the reviews, we append 
the reviewer's initials. 
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i.e. (S-8t/ED) means that the zine is of Standard size (S), 
has 8 pages (8), is typeset or laser-printed (t), and was 
reviewed by me, the EDitor.

We Reserve The Right To Refuse Advertising Space To 
Anyone. Specifically, 900 number ads, multilevel 
marketing schemes and other “sure things”, pyramid 
schemes and the like (this includes PSA’s from the Federal 
Gov't for Social Security...), kiddie porn, and others of that 
ilk will most probably find it impossible to get printed in 
these pages. This extends to Classified Ads: we will not be 
printing ads such as the ad submitted by a prisoner for 
“information on auto theft and means for circumventing 
anti-theft devices, to be assembled into a professional 
directory publication” (Yes, we really got an ad like this, 
paid with a money order...). We require that advertisers 
prepay their ads with a check or money order, same as 
subscriptions (with the exception of people in Eastern 
Europe or countries with no convertible currency, in 
which case we will take underground or alternative 
publications in place of cash - this applies only for 
classifieds or 1/8th page ads).

10. The powers not delegated to the United States by the 
Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are reserved to 
the States respectively, or to the people.

Finally, it looks like we are going to get #45 out. It has 


_ been a long and hard path to get here, but I like what I see 


and hope that you will, too. There may be the occasional 
proofreading error that I didn’t catch, but after hours of 
staring at manuscript, they tend to get pretty good at 
evading your sight. Also, due to the chaos resulting from 
moving from Cincinnati to Atlanta, where we are now 
headquartered, some material may have been lost. We 
have not lost any of the products sent in for review, 
however, so if your work is not reviewed in this issue, it 
will be in the next. 


We are producing factsheet five from a small room (10’ x 
10’) in the back of an apartment in midtown Atlanta. This 
room contains a computer, a monitor, a scanner, a laser 
printer, boxes upon boxes of zines and correspondence 
and other paraphernalia, a chair, a heater, and a stereo. 
Also, a sign saying ‘No Handball Playing In This Space’... 
This area is almost as tightly cramped as Alan Sheperd’s 
Mercury capsule, but we have managed to do, in my 
humble opinion, a good job in producing our inaugural 
issue. 


This all began late last July, when Mike Gunderloy 
announced on the WELL, an electronic bulletin board (see 
Scouting the Electronic Frontier, p. 74) that he was ceasing 
publication of Factsheet Five with issue #44. I was stunned 
to the core of my being. I had a Supporting subscription, 
and so | called Mike on the phone. ‘Are you really serious?’ 
said I, and he confirmed the bad news. He was burned out 
with the 15-hour days and seven-day weeks that it took to 
produce Factsheet Five, along with the scant (or non- 
existent, as it turned out) financial rewards of producing it. 
Therefore, he was ceasing publication with the current 
issue, and was going to devote his time to a well-earned 
vacation (he had had none, as it turned out, for the 
previous 8 years, when he started the zine.), to writing a 
book on the underground zine subculture, and to writing a 
column for the Whole Earth Review. I got back onto the 
WELL, and tried to get others there interested in 
continuing Factsheet Five, either in print or on the Net. 
There were lots of suggestions, and good ideas, but all of 
the people who responded to my posting had other 
projects and things to do, so it became apparent that if 
something were to be done to preserve Factsheet Five, I 
would have to do it. Rushing headlong into this, I wrote 
Mike an electronic mail letter, and he wrote back asking 
for a proposal. 


On the 3rd of August, I proposed to continue Factsheet 
Five for the cost of sending issues to the paid subscribers 
for the term remaining on their subscriptions, and to 
continue the editorial policy of non-exclusion of reviewing 
materials, in other words, to review materials received 
without regard to their content, political or otherwise. 
Mike and Cari accepted, and I became the new publisher 
and editor of Factsheet Five. He then started shipping me 
boxes and boxes of zines which he was still receiving, and 
we sent out a short letter to the readership. In addition, 
my PO Box started to overflow on a daily basis, and my 
phone began to ring off the hook, from 6 in the morning 
until 1 in the morning, so much that I shut it off for the 
first two weeks, until the flow of calls relented somewhat. 
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Many people were concerned that I had no publishing 
experience, and Mike asked me if I had any idea of the 
task I was taking on. Truthfully, I had no idea of the 
immensity of this undertaking, and if I had, I might not 
have taken it on. I did, and here we are with a new issue, 
after hours and hours of hard work by myself and all of 
those whose names appear on the Masthead. I’ve picked 
up lots of experience in publishing a zine, too, from 
writing, to doing graphics, to layout, to proofreading, to 
working with printers, writers, columnists, and all the 
other small things that add up to doing a magazine th 

magnitude of factsheet five. 


One thing that became readily apparent was that the zine 
was in financial straits. We had inherited 1152 paid 
subscriptions, 300 of which were Life or Sustaining 
subscriptions, and the others which were to run out by 
issue 50. Of the last press run of 10,500, Mike had sent out 
roughly 7000 in trade, sent about 2500 to distributors, and 
the remainder went to subscriptions and single copy sales. 
If we were to continue this policy, we would be out of 
money after a single issue. We therefore had to make some 
hard decisions. The first was to stop trading copies of 
factsheet five for copies of items submitted for review, the 
second was to stop sending free copies to prisoners, and 
the third was to stop our dealings with distributors, except 
on a Firm Sale/COD basis, which would give us the money 
more or less immediately. With these changes, factsheet 
five can survive; without them, it will go under. We can 
reverse some of these decisions if we get enough PAID 
subscribers. We are shooting for a goal of 5000 NEW. 
subscriptions by next August. If we can attain this goal, we 
can reinstate trading copies for zines, and other materials 
sent in for review. We will be able then to offer a special 
prisoner/disabled/low-income rate as well. The third 


* decision will stand, however, as we don’t have the patience 


to deal with the hassles of billing and collection from 
distributors. We intend that factsheet five will be available 
on primarily a subscription-only basis, with limited 
newsstand distribution. 


There have been some other changes, some of which are 
readily apparent, such as the cover logo and cover art, and 
some not so apparent. We have some new columnists, 
amongst them Mark Bloch, who will be doing a column 
on Post Art, Mykel Board, a columnist for 
MaximumRock’n’Roll, Jim Knipfle, who will be 
commenting on trends in society at large, and Rita 
Rouvalis, our Electronic Frontier Scout, who will be telling 
us about developments in Cyberspace. Almost all of the 
old columnists remain, Ted Stamas, who is continuing 
with NTSC Cyberbeat and Video reviewing, and who has 
written a large number of the zine reviews in this issue, 
Bob Grumman, who continues with Experioddica, and Joe 
Lane, who will continue the Fishing Hole, with a series on 
the techniques of zine publishing. We will be serializing a 
book written by Kerry Thornley, and we will be carrying 
comics drawn by DM Pitts, amongst others. Zine 
reviewing for this issue and forthcoming issues has been 
done (and will continue to be done) by Peter Wegele and 
Chris Donnelly for Music Zines, Ted Stamas and Peter 
Wegele for Zines in General, David Fanning for Gay, 
Lesbian, and Queer Zines, Peter Wegele for Literary Zines, 
and hopefully a cast of others, including me, for 
upcoming issues. 


We hope that you enjoy this issue and find it to be of use 
as you explore the frontiers of the zine world.

Judy Rehmel, SO, YOU WANT TO WRITE A COOKBOOK! 
($6.95 from Marathon International Book Company, PO 
Box 33008, Louisville, KY 40232-3008): Geared towards 
the church group that needs to raise some money (just 
how many combination bake & garage sale extravaganzas 
can a depressed economic region take?), this book is 
written in simple MiddleAmerican syntax and has as many 
references to the Universal Binding Ingredient (condensed 
cream of mushroom soup) that I can stomach. 


All that negativity aside, this is a handy guide to 
publishin a how-to book (keep thinking of the 
Cookbook* as a metaphor for your masterpiece). Only 
ten percent of the text deals specifically with recipes, the 
test of the book is concerned with the politics of 
committees, the selection of printers, paper and bindings, 
marketing (primitive multi-level techniques included), 
layout and composition. I found the layout section to be 
quaintly amusing; the copyright for this book is 1982, 
many years before the desktop publishing phenomenon, 
but perfect information for the low-profit, LoTech 
organization. Face it, how many books today will guide 
one through the publishing process without ONCE 
mentioning a computer? 


The acid test is, of course, can I get a cookbook published. 
I'm serious! Every time I have people over for dinner I get, 
"Jerod, you should open a restaurant." I'll let you know if I 
ever follow through with yet another harebrained scheme. 
There's gotta be a market for Tofu Bouillabaisse.

John Q. Newman, THE HEAVY DUTY NEG IDENTITY 
($7.95? [expect the usual margin] & $3.00 s&h from 
Loompanics Unlimited, PO Box 1197, Port Townsend, WA 
98368): Yet another fake ID book from Loompanics. In 
this we learn the secrets of 'bonding' with your new self. 
Little information is given on how to obtain ‘official’ 
documentation for the new you, but many other fine 
Loompanics publications are mentioned. Good tips are 
given on the use of mail drops, acquiring two identities 
(one of which is to be used transitionally), but expect 
intense eye-strain after the search of microfiched 
obituaries for young children with few relatives who were 
born in one state and died in another. Granted, the crux of 
the book is the psychological preparation needed for livin 
with a new name, a new past, and a different future, an 
the psychological stress that accompanies such a drastic 
action. 


Like any other PopPsych book, the solutions seem too 
easy, but the consequences (death or imprisonment) are 
far more dire than any trendy emotional 
distress."America's Most Wanted" is the biggest threat to 
your privacy. I think Loompanics should just give this 
glorified pamphlet to anyone who purchases three or more 
false ID books. (66 pp./JP) 


Dr. Loretta Kurban, THE CRYSTAL BOOK, GEMSTONES 
($4.00 from Libra Press, 4328 N. Lincoln, Chicago IL 
60618-1712): Dr. Loretta Hilsher Kurban, according to 
the first page of this indifferently published book, has 
written over 3,000 articles on health, does demonstrations

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of the Ayurvedic health approach, and heads the 
Hyperactive Children's Institute in Chicago. Further, we 
are given to know, her "second marriage by a Tibetian (sic) 
Lama October 11, 1984 to internationally known psychic, 
author and TV host Reverend Michael J. Kurban fulfills her 
destiny for leadership in the health field." The book, one 
of several available from Libra Press, is a compendium of 
such details as which gems are hot (ruby and diamond) 
and cold (emerald and lapis), how to muscle test to choose 
a crystal, and the colors associated with the chakra centers. 
The information given is erratic and often so oddly 
written and spelled as to render it incomprehensible. You 
can find this same information in the handouts at your 
neighborhood crystal shop, and for free. [23 pp., pbk] 


Stephen Marks, GALLOWS LANE ($8.00 from Tyger Press, 
325 Captain’s Walk, Room 301, New London CT 06320): a 
play by Stephen Marks with historical notes and an essay 
on theater by the author. The play, which is available for 
production for a royalty, is a "dramatization of events 
which occurred in New London, Connecticut from 1751- 
1753." It concerns the "religious zealotry surrounding the 
trial and hanging of a young woman accused of 
murdering her illegitimate infant." In his Historical Notes, 
Marks comes across as one of those guys at a party who 
comers you and drones on forever about his research--how 
what library had which book and whose name he just 
happened to see in which diary, etc. One startling fact does 
arise, however; infanticide was so prevalent in the 18th 
century that laws were enacted requiring a witness before a 
bastard child could be adjudged stillborn and buried. The 

lay reads like a talky, static and histrionic scene from "The 

rucible.". Marks' comments on theater are much more 
In the section titled "Why 
Theater is Boring," Marks, who for years has been a 
member of a community theater group performing 
regularly at a local tavern, discusses such things as Morris 
Berman's assertion that the superficial adoption by our 
culture of rituals not our own is mindless. Marks believes 
theater should give us an opportunity to "face our souls," 
which his group has done in its plays by "enacting the 
deep concerns of a community." “Unfortunately, his 
premise leads one to the conclusion that this play is 
probably best left for the folk of New London. [59 pp.,

Yogavacara Rahula Bhikkhu , BREAKING THROUGH THE 
“SELF” DELUSION ($1.50 from James, P.O. Box 613, 
Redwood Valley, CA 95470): A traditional presentation of 
Buddhist teachings on Vipassana (insight) meditation. 
Covers the basic elements of existence (material form, 
feeling, perception, conceptualizations, and consciousness) 
and the absence, beyond these, of any separate being or 
self. By looking clearly at these, the meditator can 
abandon the grasping which creates the illusion of an 
owner, a self, apart from ultimate reality. Many quotations 
from Buddhist scriptures, mostly from discourses given by 
the Buddha 2500 years ago. Published by Maha Bodhi 
Society of India, Calcutta, no date. (79 pp., pb/GTH) 


Singh Sahib Sant Singh Khalsa, WITH THE MASTER 
($10.00 from Hand-Made Books, 899 N. Wilmot, Suite C-2, 
Tucson, AZ 85711): Fictionalized history of the Battle of 
Bhangaani (circa 1685 AD) in India's Punjab region 
between Sikhs, led by Guru Gobind Singh, and their 
Muslim enemies. Told from a devoted Sikh religious 
viewpoint, with a strange and intriguing mixture of 
spirituality and blood-letting. Attractively printed, written

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in literate and polished English, but filled with unfamiliar 
terms related to Sikh culture and religion. (130 pp., 
tpb/GTH) 


Dr. Loretta Kurban, D.N., MEN'S HEALTH PROBLEMS 
($8.00 from Libra Press, 4328 N Lincoln Ave, Chicago, 
Illinois 60618-1712): This amazing compendium of 
nostrums reads as though someone clipped anything at all 
on the topic of male health and then organized it loosely 
into chapters. The author is a "doctor of Naprapathy, 
toxicology, nutrition with many certifications in her 35 
years in the health field." Advice abounds here on diet, 
vitamins, and so on. Also included is the miracle of a male 
pregnancy achieved in Germany in 1986 - twins carried to 
term in the rectum! (82 pp, tpb/GTH) 


Porphyry, ON THE CAVE OF THE NYMPHS, translated by 
Thomas Taylor (Phanes Press, PO Box 614, Grand Rapids, 
_MI 49516): First some context: long, long ago Homer 
wrote the Odyssey. In it he described an unusual cave on 
the island of Ithaca. Around A.D. 250 the Egyptian 
Plotinus taught in Rome what became known as 
pe cui philosophy (Plato had taught around 300 B. 
C.). Its focus was the psyche, which is connected to the 
World Soul, which emanates from the One. Porphyry, one 
of his disciples, expounded this philosophy in several 
treatises, including ON THE CAVE OF THE NYMPHS, a 
commentary on Homer's description of the cave. In the 
late 18th century Thomas Walton, a Neoplatonist himself, 
translated not only Plato and Aristotle but also Plotinus 
and Porphyry. In the late 19th century the Theosophical 
Society reissued much of Taylor's work. Now in the late 
20th century Phanes Press has published this translation 
anew, with an introduction by Kathleen Raine. 


Now about the contents: Porphyry argues persuasively that 
the cave must be allegorical. He shows why it is a symbol 
of the world, or of the human being as soul-within-matter. 
He explores the symbolism of the two gates, of the bowls 
and amphorae which the bees fill with honey, of the 
subterranean springs, of the purple garments woven by 
the spirits of regeneration, tla of the olive tree above the 
cave. The book certainly furthers an understanding of the 
history of philosophy. It may also contain some insight 
into the meaning of life. It would be easier to grasp for 
one who knows more of Heraclitus, Artemidorus, 
Numenius, Parmenides, Sophocles, Orpheus, Zoroaster, 
Pythagoras, Plato, and the rites of Mithra - to all of which 
Porphyry refers. (70 pp., pb/CR) 


Robert D. Crosby, LIVING WITH PURPOSE WHEN THE 
GODS ARE GONE ($5.95 + $1.50 s&h from Times Change 
Press, Publishers Services, PO Box 2510, Navato, CA 
94948): Given that you do not practice a religion and 
haven't for years, what morality are you following? Are 
you aware of the foundation of your morals? What morals 
do you want your children to follow? How do global 
concerns such as ecology and human rights fit into your 
personal morality? 


In this book the author calls for us to develop "core 
moralities", living principles that resort to neither gods nor 
dogma, but that lead us towards the planetary 
consciousness that he sees emerging. He uses some poetry, 
quotes from his teachers (especially Ross Snyder, a 
theologian), shares some of his own core moralities, and 
appends a "study guide" to facilitate group work in this 
endeavor. 
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It's a very small book. The ideas presented are not 
developed very far, if at all. The philosophical basis of 
morality is not explored. The author says: "By morality, I 
mean that which enhances relationship. By immorality, I 
mean that which supports separation." I happen to agree, 
but I'd like to know his reasoning. The book presents a 
very important and timely concern, but it does not go 
very far with it. Perhaps the author's intent is only to 
throw out a seminal idea, and have the reader go far with 
it. (54 pp., pb/CR) 


AMERICAN WRITING: A MAGAZINE ($6.00 from Nierika 
Editions, Moonstone, Inc., 4343 Manayunk Avenue, 
Philadelphia, PA 19128): The basis of this literary arts 
journal is "the search to discover the mythic," but this 
does not fully express the underlying principle of the 
writings contained within its pages. American Writing 
mixes non-fiction essays, interviews, poems, and prose to 
give a fresh approach to the search to contact one's inner 
feelings and the explorations of mind and soul. 


The writings are intermingled with each other, not 
grouped into special areas for poetry, non-fiction, and 
fiction. This format can be confusing at first, but the 
mixture becomes intriguing in its diversity. 


The subject matter is generally depressing - not quite 
apocalyptic, but you come away feeling more let down by 
life than introspective about yourself. The musings range 
from a woman learing to speak Cow so that she can finally 
understand nature to a treatise on the symbolism of life 
and death in the god Dionysus. 


In "Giorgio's Hand, De Chirico's Glove,". author Howard 
Hussey attempts to explain De Chirico's feelings about art 
and how he created his masterpieces. However, the visual 
display of this piece makes the words hard to follow. 
Hussey's attempt at innovation in explaining the workings 
of a master painter's mind sinks into a quagmire of 
irritation as the reader tries to muddle through the splash 
of words on paper. 


The magazine's twenty-three poems offer insights into our 
past and present, but the thread of darkness continues in 
these writings as well. The first entry, "Puja" by Sheila 
Holtz, goes past the traditional trappings of poetry to 
make us feel our ancestry so that we regain intimacy with 


our inner self and with nature. In a way it succeeds, but 
the overall effect is somehow dismal and unsatisfying. 


AMERICAN WRITING is certainly worthwhile, if only for 
a taste a of today's philosophical hash. But don't be 
surprised if you come away with a severe worldview - the 
writings emphasize the darkness that precedes discovery of 
an inner light. (76 pp., pb/SC) 


Jon Murray, BANGLADESH ($10.95 from Lonely Planet 
Publications, Inc., P.O. Box 2001A, Berkeley, CA 94702): 
This book is one of the thinnest of the Lonely Planet 
Survival Kits - with good reason. Bangladesh has made no 
effort to compete with neighboring India as a tourist 
attraction. That could, in itself, be a reason for visiting this 
little country, though it offers limited points of interest 
while presenting a host of travel difficulties. Visa 
regulations change frequently, sometimes from official to 
official, so visas should be obtained in a Western country if 
possible. Rules for money exchanges are also vague. The 
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relatively high health risks are evidenced by a fairly 
extensive section on common diseases and recommended 
vaccinations. Crowds are unavoidable in the urban areas, 
as might be expected in the world's most crowded country. 
Public transportation is somewhat unstable. Strikes are not 
uncommon, and highway robbers are becoming more 
numerous in certain regions. Local women are not 
accorded the same freedoms as men, and this will extend 
to visiting women much of the time. For example, women 
are not allowed admission to many mosques. 


All of these concerns can be addressed through careful 
planning, flexibility, and a little luck. However, political 
and geographic circumstances have conspired to minimize 
the attractions that might interest visitors. A series of 
devastating cyclones and floods have hit the country; 
these, along with a violent break from Pakistan in 1971 
and several coups since then, have taken a severe 
economic toll, leaving Bangladesh the second poorest 
country in the world. 


Economic hardships result in extremely cheap travel, a 
plus, though the quality of shoestring food, 
accommodations, and transportation is low. Higher quality 
food and accommodations are available, however, 
particularly in the urban areas. 


Bangladesh has a rich historical background which is not 
adequately represented by remaining structures and 
archaeological sites. The alluvial planes of the Ganges and 
Brahmaputra Rivers dominate the geography, but there are 
tropical forests, beaches, and tea-growing hills. A number 
of mosques and Hindu and Buddhist temples, some quite 
old, dot the landscape. Artwork, jewelry, and garments of 
high quality are available. If the lure of such things 
outweighs the dangers and annoyances, this book is for 
you. As with all the Lonely Planet series, this guide is 
thorough and professionally executed. If travel to 
Bangladesh is not in your plans, the history section 
provides fascinating reading in and of itself. (163 pp. 
tpb/Guest review by Rob McCollough) 


Craig Hosoda, THE BARE FACTS VIDEO GUIDE ($9.95 + 
$2.00 S&H from The Bare Facts, P.O. Box 3255, Santa 
Clara, CA 95055-3255): This unusual compilation contains 
entries for over 800 actresses and 340 actors, describing 
their nude scenes that are available on video. In addition, 
the entries list other films, TV shows, and appearances in 
*Playboy* and *Penthouse* magazines. 


Each nude scene is identified by the time the scene 
occurred, a brief description, and the author's rating of 
how "good" the scene is (e.g., 1:10 - Very brief right breast 
rolling over off the side of the bed. [Yawn]). The rating is 
based on how famous the person is, the clarity of the 
scene, how close the shot is, and the length of the scene. 
Hosoda notes those scenes in which a body double is used, 
or is suspected of being used. Actresses listed range from 
the obvious, Bo Derek and Sylvia Kristel, to the surprising, 
Melissa Gilbert of "Little House on the Prairie” and Hayley 
Mills of Walt Disney fame. Actors include box office 
favorites such as Arnold Schwarzenegger, Tom Selleck, and 
Kevin Costner. 


Only G through R rated films are represented, so don't 


expect to find your favorite porn stars here. They won't be 
listed unless they also appeared in mainstream films. 
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The book seems fairly comprehensive, although the idea 
of seeking specific scenes in a movie just to see a favorite 
actor or actress in the nude may be of limited appeal to the 
unlobotomized. (225 pp. tpb/Guest review by Rob 
McCollough) 


Don Bajema, BOY IN THE AIR (from 2.13.61 Publications, 
P.O. Box 1910, Los Angeles, CA 90078): San Francisco 
author Bajema's first published work is a collection of lucid 
vignettes, peculiarly American stories of family violence, 
adolescent alientation, postwar stress and despair. Several 
of the stories describe events in the lives of postwar shell- 
shock victims and their tense, desperate families. The book 
has an autobiographical feel; many of the stories feature a 
character, Eddie Burnett, whose psychic decay is a 
metaphor for America's lassitude following two World Wars 
and 'police actions’ in Korea and Vietnam. His descent into 
a nightmare world of drugs and violence is not unfamiliar, 
but Bajema's images are so real and recognizable that you 
never feel you've dropped into a cliche. The metaphor of 
‘the boy in the air’ is compelling: in the end, he is always 
met by gravity's demands. (140 pp. tpb/JL) 


Jo Claire, MAGIC CARPETRY - FLYING YOUR CAR WITH 
YOUR MIND ($9.50 from Eureka! Books, PO Box 512, 
Salamanca, NY 14779-0512): There are some religious 
traditions built around psychological events called 
"mystical experiences". The goal of such traditions is to 
provide a framework for interpreting such experiences in a 
way that leads to understanding. Such an experience, 
whether it takes the form of an all-encompassing vision or 
just an eerie coincidence, brings with it implications not 
easily digested. The fact that our mainstream society 
belittles or ignores mystical experience reflects the vacuity 
of our institutions. The fact that Jo Claire deals with them 
straight-on and writes a book about it reflects the wealth 
of individual effort at rethinking reality occurring today. 


The author is a normal person who has a string of 
unreliable cars and lots of paranormal experiences. which 
she takes increasingly seriously, to the point where her 
faith in objective reality breaks down and she embraces 
subjective reality. From that viewpoint she takes on such 
ideas as causality, time, and belief. Her writing is always to 
the point, sometimes playful, and full of personal 
anecdotes - and therefore a lot more fun than college 
philosophy books. 


Unfortunately, her thinking is not rigorous enough and 
her generalizations too sweeping. She says "...there is no 
theory of purely physical causality, or no theory which 
combines both physical and psychic causation which does 
not become either hopelessly tangled up in its own logic, 
or confronted by solid evidence which refutes it." What 
about the Sarvastivada school of Hinayana Buddhism 
("everything exists on its own"), the Satkaryavada doctrine 
of Samkhya yoga ("effects are pre-contained in the cause") 
or the beautiful synthesis of the Kegon school of Zen 
Buddhism? 


In the end, she falls prey to something she warns us about: 
"... the prevalent myth we inherit ... that, if one thing is 
false, its opposite must be true." What she does do 
successfully is to poke insistently enough at the coals of 
our assumptions to stir up a few Lebe and that in itself is 
worth it. (204 pp. tpb) (reviewed by C.A. Rumbaut) 
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David Gans, CONVERSATIONS WITH THE DEAD: THE 
GRATEFUL DEAD INTERVIEW BOOK ($14.95 from Citadel 
Press, Carol Publishing Group, 120 Enterprise Avenue, 
Secaucus, N.J. 07094-9899): If you're not a Deadhead and 
have never come to an appreciation for the band's 
ongoing, joyfully anarchic experiments with music and 
community, you should probably read this book and get a 
grasp on the phenomenon; you can see the influence of 
the Dead and of 60s psychedelia in the variously-labeled 
80s/90s movements such as punk, cyberpunk, and thrash. 
I won't use the word 'counterculture’ because these guys 
don't oppose the established ways, they generally just 
ignore 'em. 


The Grateful Dead's staying power as a working band is a 
tribute to the connectedness among its members, 
associates, followers, and fans...a community that, true to 
its 60s communal origins, finds transcendent significance 
in music and dance. Rock journalist David Gans became a 
close associate of the Dead in 1983, when, on assignment 
for *Record* magazine, he traveled to Jamaica with the 
band. He never completed the *Record* assignment, but 
went on to collaborate with Photographer Peter Simon on 
the book *Playing in the Band: An Oral and Visual Portrait 
of the Grateful Dead*. His connection with the band has 
evolved into Gans' current gig as producer of the 
nationally syndicated "Grateful Dead Hour" (formerly "The 
Deadhead Hour.") 


Gans acknowledges in his introduction that this book is 
not comprehensive in that he has not interviewed all the 
band members, and that he sometimes asked questions of 
the inappropriate person, but thisshortcoming is not 
particularly noticeable as you get into the book. There are 
interviews with Bob Weir, Jerry Garcia, Robert Hunter, Phil 
Lesh, Mickey Hart, and with lyricists Robert Hunter and 
John Perry Barlow. The final interview in the book is, so 
far as I know, the only published interview with Bear 
(Stanley Owsley), the eccentric genius who has provided 
technical support for the Dead as’ soundman 
extraordinaire, but who is popularly known as 
manufacturer of LSD known as ‘purple Owsley,' rumored to 
have been the best and the purest form of the 
controversial psychedelic. Anthropologists will be 
interested in Bear's take on the acid tests: 


"It was a little too weird, a little too heavy, and it was hard 

to control and it looked like too much exposure and made 
too much heat...It was not a real loud thing at that point, 
and I didn't want it to be a loud thing or attract a lot of 
attention for any reason. And here was this scene that was 
so loud that if you put it on the moon it would attract 
attention. And here was this band of incredible musicians 
making this magic music, which I thought was more 
important to do than this other crazy thing." 


Through these interviews the various band members 
describe themselves and their relationship with the band 
and with 'this magic music.’ What I liked best about this 
interviews is their ‘history of everyday life’ conversational 
style. There is no sense that the interviewer is looking for a 
scoop or a relevant item; rather, he is looking for the 
truth, however stimulating or bland it might be. And with 
the Grateful Dead, as with your life or mine, it is some of 
both. (342 pp. tp/JL) 
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William Gibson and Bruce Sterling, THE DIFFERENCE 
ENGINE ($19.95 from Bantam Books, 666 Fifth Avenue, 
New York, New York 10103): At times slow- moving, but 
meticulous in its detailed representation of an alternate 
Victorian age, this novel supposes that Charles Babbage 
had succeeded in creating a mechanical computer or 
‘difference engine' from gears and tubes. The software for 
this analytical engine on punch cards - graying computer 
nerds will recall having used something similar in the early 
version of today's electronic machines. This particular 
story pivots on a search by anarchists for a set of 
punchcards representing a mysterious algorithm created 
by Ada Byron, but there is more. I was curiously 
unconcerned with the outcome of this part of the story, 
fascinated as I was by the authors' depiction of high 
technology's impact on a cultural precursor of today's 
crazy world. Tense posturings by various political hacks 
representing the forces of 'order' on one side and the 
forces of 'anarchy' on the other reminded me of today's 
news. 


Some critics have called this book 'steampunk,' a silly post- 
Sheet unk term also attached to works by Rudy Rucker 
(THE HOLLOW EARTH), James Blaylock, and Tim Powers. 
‘Science fiction’ is actually more fitting - the story features 
a scientist in a lead role, and contains references to 
scientific method and its impact on the Victorian concepts 
of order and civility. 


What's 'punk' about ENGINE, if anything, is its more 
contemporary apocalyptic vision, and its radical view of 
civilation as a template ill-fitted over a chaos of conflicting 
human perceptions and ideologies. There is also, in the 
end, the hint of a connection between the reality 
described here and the world of NEUROMANCER. 


It was clear that Gibson and Sterling played with their 
considerable research, creating amusing twists in their 
replication of the 19th century (Lord Byron as Prime 
Minister!?), but I didn't take the time to do my own 
searching to get it all. Perhaps next time. (429 pp. he/JL) 


Simone Zelitch, THE CONFESSION OF JACK STRAW 
($19.95 cloth, 9.95 paper, from Black Heron Press, P.O. 
Box 95676, Seattle, WA 98145): What poetry is to verse, 
this novel is to prose. This isn't your standard bestseller, i.e. 
straightforward narrative with touches of poetry here and 
there if we're lucky; instead, it resembles the 
poetically /ipaychisin tells conceived works of Ursula Le 
Guin (from whom it earned kudos on the back cover). 


Michael Row, alias Jack Straw, gives us his confession in 
return for three years of Holy Masses to be celebrated for 
the sake of his soul; he is to be executed as one of the 
leaders of the Peasant Revolt of 1381 (aka Wat Tyler's 
Rebellion), an uprising of 100,000 disaffected individuals 
led by Walter Tyler in a march to London, where they 
wrested concessions from the boy-king Richard. The 
apparently succesful revolt is followed by political 
disintegration as power leads to corruption and betrayal. 


The author clarifies in a post-Afterword note "On 
Accuracy" that she is not giving us historical precision. She 
doesn't distort her presentation of actual events, but she 
creates fiction to cover much undocumented territory. In 
the process she achieves a sensitive and articulate chronicle 
of revolution, true in a human and poetic sense. The 
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author weaves several stories, each strand supporting and 
illuminating the others. One tells of Jack Straw's relation 
to, and double-betrayal of, his teacher, the 
excommunicated priest John Ball; others show his 
betrayals of his sister Jenny, his friend Will Nettle, and 
Kate af pad whom he might have loved had he not 
surrendered his soul to revolution. These appalling 
betrayals, in Jack's mind, serve a higher truth. 


One technique Ms. Zelitch uses is to have the protagonist 
tell folk tales that reflect his mood, the mood of those 
around him, or the tone of events occurring in the story. 
These tales reminded me of Zen or Hasidic teaching stories 
or parables -- mystical, magical, intriguing, amusing, 
terrifying. (263 pp., tpb, hc/Guest review by Peter Smith) 


Thomson C. Muftray, LICENSE PLATE BOOK ($12.95 from 
Interstate Directory Publishing, 420 Jericho Tpke, Jericho 
NY 11753): If you frequently travel any of the U.S.- 
Canadian highways, are involved in law enforcement, or 
just have a fascination with license plates, you might find 
a license plate guide quite useful. Interstate Directory 
Publishing Company, Inc. has published the 6th printing 
of just such a guide, which includes diagrams of most U.S. 
and Canadian plates on the road today, including 
diplomatic plates and those issued by the District of 
Columbia. The states and Canadian provinces are covered 
alphabetically (U.S. first, then Canada), with each type of 
plate either pictured or explained in the text. Each state is 
allocated 16 plate designs (10 for the provinces), a 
weakness in that some striking designs from larger states 
(such as Texas' collegiate plates) are omitted. 


This book also provides the state nickname and 
information on personalized plates and on tracking down 
license plate owners. Wedged in here, too, is a very limited 
list of AM radio stations in each domain and maps of 
where those stations are located. 


In the last 20 years many states have developed multi- 
color license plates for passenger vehicles. They tend to be 
attractive presentations of a state's self-perception. Some 
are simple, like New Mexico's bright yellow, and others are 
more complex and exciting, like Florida's Challenger 
plates. A useful license plate guide should provide color 
displays of each of the major plates issued in any particular 
political subdivision. At first we thought the ‘front and 
back covers did so, but more careful scrutiny revealed that 
many of the 52 plates pictured are repeats. 


Anyone traveling in the Southwest is liable to encounter 
plates from Mexico, so the author might want to include 
plates from Mexican states in the next edition. And the 
AM radio guide should include some of the most powerful 
radio stations in the hemisphere, those broadcasting from 
south of the Mexican border. 


Despite minor weaknesses, this is a fun and useful book. It 
provides an entertaining distraction for bored travelers 
(such as kids on vacation) and valuable information for all 
motorists. (128 pp, tpb/Guest Review by Ed Penak) 


Bo Lozoff, LINEAGE AND OTHER STORIES (Human 
Kindness Foundation, Rt. 1, Box 201-N, Durham, NC, 
27705): This is a good book. By that I do not mean that 
it is well-written (although it is) or that it breaks new 
literary ground (it doesn't). It's good because it can help 
make this a better world. 
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There are now over 1.2 million people imprisoned in the 
U.S., and we are building more prisons all the time. We 
lock up 450 humans per 100,000 population. South Africa 
is behind us at 340; Russia puts away around 270. The new 
crime bill Bush helped push through should get that 
number even higher. ur government is not really 
fighting crime, it's just warehousing offenders. What can 
be done to turn around this huge waste of human life? 


This unassuming little book is offered free for the asking 
to anyone inside a prison anywhere.in the world. It 
contains four stories of human suffering, despair, cruelty, 
anger and isolation. Two of them are set in prison. They 
all deal with man's coming to terms with his lot and 
finding a spiritual direction in life, and then through that 
direction, liberation. They all have a Buddhist flavor, even 
though Lozoff throws in Muslim, Quaker and Southern 
Baptist characters. The stories are unabashedly moralistic, 
but not with a simplistic believe-and-you-are-saved 
message. The message is one of slow, painful self-discovery, 
with meditation and mysticism playing a large part. 


Buddhism is a way of life well-suited for monks. Inasmuch 
as the externals of prison life resemble a monastery, 
Buddhism is well-suited for inmates, too. It is one of the 
few ropes a prisoner can seize to start pulling himself out 
of his hole. Insofar as we who are so fortunate as to 
remain outside prison also seek escape and self-discovery, 
LINEAGE has something to offer us, too. (119 pp. 
pb/reviewed by C.A. Rumbaut) 


Robert North, THE NEW FLESH PALLADIUM: MAGICA 
EROTICA (1991, $20 spiral, $40 hard from Robert North, 
232 Doyle Avenue, Providence, RI 02906): This strange 
book is ostensibly a history of Sexual Magick as well as a 
practical guide to "dark, erotic rites that challenge the very 
limits of consciousness itself" giving "explicit instructions 
regarding blood sacrifice, bondage, the whip, right use of 
sexual fluids, drug-induced ecstasies and other aspects of 
magickal tradition". Most of the book consists of 
thumbnail sketches of various fringe personalities, 
including Dr. John Dee, de Sade, Mesmer, Blavatsky, 
Nietzche, Masoch, and of course Aleister Crowley, as well 
as a gallery of lesser known magicians and alchemists. 
Some of it makes for interesting reading. 


North has clearly done a lot of research and wants to share 
his vision of a history and underlying theory of Sexual 
Magick; however much of the evidence seems 
contradictory. Is sexual energy a physical force or 
supernatural? 


Not everyone will share North's apparently open-minded 
acceptance of fringe ideas. The prospective reader will 
know whether (s)he can comfortably accept an amalgam 
of divine revelation, animal magnetism, extraterrestrial 
civilizations, theosophy, and so on. This reviewer's 
skepticism was continually challenged, but certainly there 
is a certain pleasure in reading a book which cites John 
Dee, Wilhelm Reich, and H.P. Lovecraft in the same 
sentence as major influences on Sexual Magick. 


In the last quarter of the book, North drops his summary 
academic style and relates personal experiences, though 
still rather indirectly. He visits the Wilhelm Reich Museum 
and tells of the persecuted Reich and his Orgone 
Accumulator, Cloudbuster, and other projects. Then North 
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discusses his personal impressions of Providence, 
hometown of Lovecraft, and reveals that despite HPL's 
claims to the contrary, his Cthulhu stories are based on 
fact. "Believe it or not... many literary critics still try to 
believe his claims to have invented the names in his 
stories." One cannot tell whether North is serious or if the 
entire book is simply a mindfuck. The last chapter is 
meant to reveal specific rituals of SM (both meanings 
intended), but, alas, after all the buildup, it is a letdown, 
consisting of a brief list of a few specific activities, 
interspersed with more historical anecdotes of who did 
them when with whom. Those seeking an SM manual 
should keep looking. North does provide a _ bare 
bibliography (authors and titles only) for further historical 
research, as well as some verses of Crowley. If you are 
interested in sexual occultism, then you may enjoy this 
book. If you grow impatient with "astral energy" and 
"voluptuous atoms", then you may wish to skip it. "Long 
live the New Flesh!"

Michael R. Pitts, FAMOUS MOVIE DETECTIVES Il ($?? 
from The Scarecrow Press, Inc., Metuchen, N.J., & 
London.) This is a follow-up volume to FAMOUS MOVIE 
DETECTIVES, which was published (also by Scarecrow) in 
1979. Apparently Pitts omitted a few celluloid sleuths the 
first time around; the second volume is designed to address 
those omissions, and to correct and update the base 
volume. Both books, would make nice additions to the 
library of any film buff. With information on titles, casts, 
story lines, and the literary histories of series detectives 
from Miss Marple to Inspector Clouseau, the book strikes a 
good balance between readability and completeness. 


Each chapter is devoted to a different detective and gives 
background on most modern movies about the character, 
including some that are fairly obscure. A section at the end 
of each chapter lists comprehensive details about the 
individual films in a "Filmography." 


For the casual browser, the book is moderately interesting. 
The quotes from contemporary reviewers are particularly 
charming, since they place many of the movies firmly in 
the perspective of their era, when film was considered 
product rather than art. The author also gives information 
about the novels from which individual movies were 
made. The section on The Shadow is especially interesting, 
although not detailed (Pitts makes the point that The 
Shadow ultimately enjoyed his greatest success on radio 
and in print). Printed on acid-free paper, with photos, 
including some of original movie posters.

Lawrence Auster, THE PATH TO NATIONAL SUICIDE 
(from The American Immigration Control Foundation, 
Box 525, Monterey, VA 24465): Immigration to the U.S. 
from non-European countries has been at a historically 
high level during the past two decades. A growing 
backlash against the increasing presence of these 
immigrants is evidenced by the current wave of hate 
crimes on campus, by vigilantes on the Mexico-California 
border, by random violence against Haitians in Miami and 
Koreans in New York, by the rise of white-supremacy 
groups, and in a more civilized manner, by the critics of 
multiculturalism. 
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Let me state my bias up front: I am a Latin immigrant. 
Despite that fact and despite the alarmist title of this book, 
I thought it might provide insight into the sentiment 
behind the backlash. The book's goal is not to condone 
the kind of violence mentioned above but to have the 
number of both legal and illegal immigrants reduced. Mr. 
Auster provides a reasoned argument for his views, using 
various documented sources for support. However, his view 
of American culture is narrow, his grasp of history 
selective, his logic faulty, his tone alarmist and his 
conclusions insupportable. 


He contends that "open immigration and multiculturalism 
constitute a mortal threat to American civilization", so 


that "even the memory of what America once was will be 
lost". 


Specifically he fears that our English-European 
traditions,which he sometimes more narrowly defines as 
Anglo-Saxon, will be destroyed by large numbers of 
unassimilable Asians, Caribbeans and Latin Americans. He 
quotes Will Herberg: "The American's image of himself is 
still the Anglo-American ideal it was at the beginning of 
our independent existence." Not only does that leave out 
women, it does not apply to Blacks and Chicanos (who 
have been here for hundreds of years) or to American 
Indians (who have been here for thousands). Auster's 
narrow definition of American culture also fails to 
recognize that our popular music and dance have always 
been influenced by African culture; that our science and 
medicine are developed within a global community; that 
the best of our consumer goods often come from Japan; 
that our basic mathematics were developed to a great 
extent within Arabian culture; that our constitution is 
closer in spirit to the Iroquois Great Law of Peace than to 
any European constitution before it; or that our foods, our 
religions and our family structures are no more English 
than anything else. 


What he does list as Anglo-American traditions are some of 
the rights that the majority of Americans have been able 
to enjoy: freedom of speech, the right of self- 
determination, the right to dissent, a high degree of 
freedom from external control. But neither have these 
rights been universal in our history nor did they 
appreciably exist in the mother countries of our first 
immigrants. To call them Anglo-American is misleading. 


His biased view of history leads him to claim that Latin 
Americans do not dissent. He also extols 'our' traditions of 
honesty and fair dealing without mentioning how 'we' 
treated the Indians. He claims that the habits of self- 
reliance and local government are particularly Anglo- 
Saxon. Who exhibits these more than the Amish, who call 
the rest of us "the English"? 


Some of what he says is true enough. He is right that our 
country can not absorb a limitless number of people. 
Overpopulation is very real in places like southern 
California, home to a high immigrant population. But too 
many people is not Auster's concern; he fears the wrong 
kind of people, the kind that are not like us. He is also 
right in saying that the American ideal of equal treatment 
for individuals does not equate to equal treatment of all 
cultures. But paranoia gets the better of him when he 
writes: "Multiculturalism should be understood as an 
attempt, undertaken in our own schools, to tear down, 
discredit and destroy the shared story that has made us a 
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people and impose on us a different story which tells us 
our civilization and past history are essentially evil." 
Teaching that all cultures have equal value, he claims, 
"really means that whites and the West must be 
consistently vilified." 


American culture must indeed seem fragile and vulnerable 
tothose who hold to the myths propounded in this book. 
Anglo-Saxon traditions will indeed be playing a smaller 
role in a future America. But there is much more to us; 
there is more vigor and more flexibility and more richness 
and more depth and, yes, more diversity to America. There 
is also more evil than Mr. Auster is willing to admit. I 
think that those who are aware of America's faults can do 
more to retain her greatness than those who think, she 
does no wrong. (90 pp. pb/reviewed by C.A. Rumbaut) 


Jens Peters, PHILIPPINES ($14.95 from Lonely Planet 
Publications, Inc., P.O. Box 2001A, Berkeley, CA 94702): 
The Fourth Edition of this Lonely Planet Travel Survival Kit 
packs a great deal of information into a small package. Its 
contents are as diverse as the 7,000 islands making up the 
Philippines. The book contains sections on background 
facts, visitor information, getting there, getting around 
within the country, and points of interest in the various 
regions of the Philippines. In addition to a concise 
description of the history, geography, and climate of the 
islands, the facts section contains Filipino and Cebuano 
language guides and a calendar of major festivals. There is 
also a handy discussion of the use of gestures and signs. 


Visitor information includes health and money matters. 
Personal security is addressed in a discussion of common 
ruses employed by robbers and black marketeers. The book 
features over 100 maps, from street maps of important 
locales to a climatic zone chart. Throughout are 
illustrations of local flora and fauna and cultural artifacts. 
Among the little extras that abound in this volume are a 
metric conversion chart, a comprehensive index, and a 
number of color photographs. 


What sets this book apart from the run of the mill travel 
guide is that it is clearly written for the traveler who 
desires a deep appreciation for the culture and people of 
the Philippines. It addresses the dark as well as the light 
side of the islands. There are regions where headhunting is 
still a legitimate way to execute tribal judgements, and in 
the urban jungle, rigged taxi meters and armed robberies 
are not unknown. But the Philippines is also a country of 
friendly people, beautiful scenery, and a rich and varied 
cultural heritage. The Philippines Travel Survival Kit helps 
the traveler to see and appreciate those aspects of the 
country.

Trent Sands, REBORN OVERSEAS: IDENTITY BUILDING IN 
EUROPE, AUSTRALIA, AND NEW ZEALAND (From 


Loompanics Unlimited, PO Box 1197, Port Townsend, WA. 


98368): Evil Roy Slade -- hero of the movie by the same 
name -- would have loved this book. SLADE -- acronym for 
Sneakin', Lyin', Arrogance, Double-dealin', an' Evildoin' -- 
would have, had he been able to read, made sure this book 
held a special place in his personal library. I like this book. 
I suspect most of the people I like will like this book. 


Sands gives us step by step instructions for redefining our 
"official" selves in most of the non-USA English-speaking 
world. The great majority of this information is probably 
about as far away from legality as a virgin's dreams are 
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from sex. I don't know whether any of Sands’ procedures 
and details are valid; I don't really care. What pleases me is 
seeing someone attempting to thwart arbitrary authority -- 
putting one over on the principal, the college 
administration, the city council, the tax man, the little old 
blue-haired lady with the rubber stamp. This is the 
anarchist living in every human soul peeping through the 
fence rails and saying, "Screw 'em -- here I come." (110 pp.,

Bradley R. Smith, RUB-A-DUB-DUB: NOTES ON THE 
JEWISH SOAP SCAM ($2(?) from Prima Facie, PO Box 
3267, Visalia, CA 93278): This booklet is actually an 
excerpt from the forthcoming second revised edition of 
Bradley's book CONFESSIONS OF A HOLOCAUST 
REVISIONIST. He started out years ago trying to find solid 
proofs of Nazi atrocities and the Holocaust, and ended up 
believing that reports of such things had been at the very 
least greatly exaggerated. In this particular section he puts 
his relaxed style and nasty sense of humor to work on the 
reports that the Germans made soap out of the bodies of 
dead Jews during World War II. He opens with several 
statements from noted Jewish authorities on the Holocaust 
to the effect that such stories are simply untrue, and goes 
on to contrast them with the claims of others who 
continue to demand that we never forget. Whatever you 
may think of Holocaust Revisionism, Smith is not a crude 
anti-Semite, foaming at the mouth. He writes wittily and 
constructs solid arguments, and his core commitment to 
the First Amendment is impeccable. (32 pp./MG) 


Ben Gordon and Peter Montague, Ph.D., A CITIZEN'S 
TOXIC WASTE AUDIT MANUAL ($5 to Greenpeace USA 
from Greenpeace Toxics Campaign, Attn: Waste Audit 
Manual, 1017 West Jackson Blvd., Chicago, IL 60607): If I 
was a stockholder in Monsanto or Dow Chemical or any of 
the other giants that make money by poisoning our 
planet, I would try to get this book off the market. Why? 
Because if you or your organization are planning to fight 
industrial pollution in your community this book could 
ensure your success. And if you're not, this book might 
inspire you to do it. It will do that not by exposing how 
bad things really are, but by empowering you with a trusty 
weapon: the waste audit. 


Should you be planning on doing your first waste audit, 
get this book. It leads you by the hand every step of the 
way, from what information to gather and how to access 
it, through presenting the data and packaging your 
research, to meeting with the corporate polluters and the 
levers you can pull to make them accountable. Everything 
is built upon using existing law, specifically the Superfund 
Amendments and Reauthorization Act. 


Putting together a waste audit is no small task, but without 
a manual like this one it would be beyond the reach of the 
average concerned citizen. This manual completely 
demystifies Form R, the report that toxic waste generators 
are required to file. It shows you how to search the Toxics 
Release Inventory database. It provides formulas for 
calculating pollution rates, tables that show which 
chemicals produce what types of toxicity, lists of resources, 
a glossary, the nine goals of a waste audit, case studies, and 
an alarming little chart of toxic chemicals found in 
human adipose tissue. 


The ultimate goal, as posed by the authors, is a toxic-free 
USA in the 21st century. Existing law is not strong enough 
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to get us there, and its shortcomings are listed in the 
manual. What is not mentioned is that the law does not 
touch what is by far the worst polluter in the country. The 
Government Accounting Office reports that the largest 
producer of hazardous waste is our military. Until the 
military is drastically reduced, severely restrained, and 
made accountable for the wake of destruction it leaves 
behind, we have no hope for a clean planet. (78 pp. pb/

Howard Rheingold, VIRTUAL REALITY ($22.95 from 
Summit Books, Simon and Schuster Building, Rockefeller 
Center, 1230 Avenue of the Americas, New York, NY 
10020): You'll forget at times as you read this book that it's 
about 'computers,' especially if you think of a computer as 
a glorified calculator, a number cruncher that sorts and 
spits data. What Rheingold shows you is a succession of 
visionary individuals and workgroups who are totally 
absorbed in exploring the computer/human interface, and 
this necessitates a consideration of what it is to be human, 
of what is an essentially human perception of reality. 


In cinema there have been various schemes to make the 
filmgoer's experience more real (3D, stereo sound, 
Cinerama, Todd-A-O, IMAX and OMNIMAX), and these 
could be called forerunners of the computer- generated 
‘virtual’ reality experience. Borrowing from the dictionary 
definition of the word virtual, we define this kind of 
experience as a reality 'in effect’ though not 'in fact.’ To 
achieve this kind of experience, you have to find the 
nature of sensory inputs that combine in our heads to 
define what's 'real,' and duplicate those inputs as closely as 
possible. The film technologies above work with sight and 
sound to mimic reality but they differ from virtual reality 
in that they are not as intimate or as complete. But there is 
a more important difference: in a film experience, the user 
can't control or change the reality (s)he is experiencing. As 
described by Rheingold, virtual reality is an active rather 
than passive experience, and it significance lies beyond 
mere ‘entertainment.' VR is a mental tool without 
comparison. 


Much of the r&d described is supported by NASA, which 
has practical and scientific applications for VR as a space 
exploration tool. An astronaut builds a virtual space station 
in virtual space, for instance, and a robotic simulacrum 
follows the same movements in real space. An astronomer 
constructs a virtual tour of the solar system from data 
transmitted by probes to the various planets. 


These are fascinating technologies, but the real focus of 
this book is uses of the computer that derive from its 
perception as a medium rather than a tool, an insight 
passed from Marshall McLuhan to Alan Kay, a computer 
scientist who has insisted on "fitting together the worlds 
of psychology and computer interface design" and who 
"was deeply interested in the theories of Jean Piaget, 
Jerome Bruner, and other psychologists who were 
modeling the learning process on the idea of 
*exploration*: our minds are scientists, our senses are our 
instruments, the world is our experiment." 


Those who have read William Gibson's book 
NEUROMANCER will note the resonance between 
Gibson's fictional ‘cyberspace’ and the virtual worlds 
created here. This is more than coincidence: VR 
technologies have spun off from the same kinds of video 
games that inspired Gibson. The games and the cyberspace 
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-concept have proved to be more premonition than fad; it's 


clear now that we're seeing the evolution of new ways of 
defining and experiencing our world. VIRTUAL REALITY is 
a history of the genesis of that evolution, and a 
philosophical and psychological map of a territory just 
opening for exploration. 


Your take on this book will depend somewhat on your 
computer literacy and attitude toward technology. If 
you've been holding out against the proliferation of 
personal computing and if you think there's something 
inherently dehumanizing about this technology, then 
you'll have a resistance to Rheingold's history of virtual 
reality, which is the next step in the coevolution of man 
and machine. Then again, if this is the case, you're just the 
kind of person who needs to read this book; because your 
understanding of technology will be and should be 
challenged. 


Howard Rheingold has written about computer 
technology and networking for more than a decade. For 
Rheingold, the personal computer is not a technological 
abstraction, but a medium that expresses, even enhances, 
the humanity of its users. As the technology evolves it will 
enhance our experience of the world, and better define our 
place in it. So virtual reality is not an *escape from* reality, 
but an *approach to* it. (415 pp. he/JL) 


Kelly Wheeler and Gem Wirszilas, eds., VISIONS OF 
FLIGHT: A JOURNEY OF POSITIVE THOUGHT BY AND 
ABOUT WOMEN WITH DISABILITIES (from Trabani 
Productions, 1531-550 Cottonwood Avenue, Coquitlam, 
British Columbia V3T 2S1): This collection of poems, 
essays, and short stories is written from the point of view 
of women with physical, mental, or emotional challenges 
impacting their lives. Some of the pieces would stand by 
themselves in a literary market, many of them might not, 
but there is no denying their intensity of feeling and the 
authenticity of their perspective. 


I tried hard not to peek at the biographies until the whole 
collection was finished, but couldn't avoid it. The fictions 
were not as appealing to me as the biographical narratives 
describing the writers' experiences and insights. There was 
also poetry, most of which seemed blunt, cathartic, 
perhaps too didactic. 


I came to this book as a writer, and as one who has worked 
with the handicapped for years. My experience tells me 
that the audience this book *should* reach is likely to 
avoid it, as so many show insensitivity to issues of the 
disabled. But it is heartening to hear these voices, and to 
see that they have found a forum. I hope these authors 
will continue to express themselves, not only as voices for 
the disabled but as creative women in their own right.

EFF MISSION STATEMENT -- April, 1990 


“A new world is arising in the vast web of digital, electronic 
media which connect us. Computer-based communication 
media like electronic mail and computer EDINA, are 
becoming the basis of new forms of community. hese 
communities without a single, fixed geographical location 
comprise the first settlements on an electronic frontier. 


While well-established legal principles and cultural norms give 
structure and coherence to uses of conventional media like 
newspapers, books, and telephones, the new digital media do 
not so easily fit into existing frameworks. Conflicts come about 
as the law struggles to define its application in a context where 
fundamental notions of speech, property, and place take 
profoundly new forms. People sense both the promise and the 
threat inherent in new computer and communications 
technologies, even as they struggle to master or simply cope 
with them in the workplace and the home. 


The Electronic Frontier Foundation has been established to civilize 
the electronic frontier; to make it useful and beneficial not just to 
a technical elite, but to everyone; and to-do this in keeping with 
our society's highest traditions of the free and open flow of 
information and communication.” 


That was our mission statement when we began the EFF 
little more than a year ago. In the past year we have 
worked hard to fulfil this mission. 


When we began there was a void separating the pioneers 
of computer networking and the rest of the sae The 
technologies were ill-understood outside of a small, 
technically-minded part of the population. One of our 
first tasks was to begin to build bridges between these 
groups. 3 


In our first year The Electronic Frontier Foundation has: 


¢ Inspired and helped to organize and present the first 
Computer Freedom and Privacy Conference. CFP was a 
four day event that brought together, in search of 
knowledge and common ground, representatives from 
computer networking, law enforcement, and privacy 
advocate groups. 

e Worked within Senator Leahy's Privacy Task Force in 
Washington,D.C. in order to advance the concerns of the 
computer networking community in the formation of 
legislation in this critical area. 

e Established a fully staffed, operational headquarters in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

e Distributed the first six issues of our electronic 
newsletter, EFFector Online, throughout the net. 

e Published the first issue of our quarterly print newsletter, 
EFFECTOR. 


e Filed suit against the Secret Service for the unlawful 
search and seizure of computers, BBS systems, books and 
manuscripts at Steve Jackson Games in Austin, Texas. 
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¢ Defended Craig Neidorf, unjustly accused of publishing 
purloined documents. 

e Become a presence on the Internet with our node, 
eff.org. 

e Created an FTP archive on the net for documents on 
computer networking and privacy law. 

¢ Spoken to numerous groups nationwide on the issues of 
civil liberties and computer networking. 

e Made grants in aid to Computer Professionals for Social 
Responsibility as well as joining them in numerous 
projects and workshops around the nation. 

*Testified before the Federal Communications Commission 
concerning the public access and design needs of the 
National Research and Education network. 

e Lobbied effectively at the state level to change legislation 
inimical to computer networking. 

¢ Developed a network of relationships with the local and 
national media that has affected the climate of opinion 
about computer networking and begun to reverse the slide 
into "hacker hysteria" that was beginning to grip the 
nation. 

e Given a net home at eff.org to groups. like Computer 
Professionals for Social Responsibility and the new 
Computers and Academic Freedom group. 

e Created a voice that is listened to in Washington on 
issues concerning computer networking. ; 
¢ Joined in an association with the ACLU and the 
Consumer Federation of America in order to plan and to 
act in the future to ensure broad public access to the 
information super-highways of the future. 

e Launched the Open Road program in order to make sure 
that the needs of the public in the building of the 
National Public Network are addressed at the beginning of 
the project. 

e Begun research and development into creating the tools 
that will allow non-technical individuals using PCs to 
access the net over voice-grade telephone lines in a simple 
and straightforward fashion. 

¢ Defined the problems associated with the questions of 
protecting nodes and carriers from unwarranted risks and 
liabilities in providing information services from the 
producer to the consumer. " 


We are proud that we have been able to accomplish so 
much in such a short time. We have had a lot of help 
doing it from friends and 

supporters from all sectors of American society in the 
public and the private sectors. In this we have been 
fortunate. | 


At the same time, we see more clearly that we did a year 
ago just how far we have to go and how much work lies 
ahead of us. The issues that those of us in the computer, 
telecommunications, and computer networking fields of 
endeavor can see so clearly now will affect every American 
and most of the people of the entire world within the next 
ten years. The opportunities are immense and the 
potential for an increase in human knowledge, wisdom 
and well-being beyond our calculation. 


We now know that we cannot know all of what lies ahead. 
Instead, we can try to prepare as best we can, and to 
protect the legitimate interests of the individual and 
society as best we can, for the full dawn of the Global 
Information Age. 


We hope that we can count on you for your continuing 
good will and support.

Bill Albert, HAIKU ($10.95 from Grilled Cheese 
Publishing, PO Box 623, Rockville, CT 06066): Yup, haiku 
and lots of it. At the US RDA of 15mg of fortified nature 
observations a day, it's enough to keep you healthy 
through several life cycles. Makes a fine take-along for 
solo sojourns into the wilderness, or for watching the sun 
rise from some verdant knoll. And remember, it's not just 
for breakfast anymore.(D-180t/CK) 


Gaius Valerius Catullus, COMPLETE POETIC WORKS 
($8.00 ? from Spring Publications, PO Box 222069, Dallas, 
TX 75222): This exciting new translation by Jacob 
Rabinowitz reveals the Roman man of letters to have been 
concerned with such subjects as "Rufa, the carrot-haired 
girl from Bologna," who "gives blowjobs to her little 
brother, red-headed Rufus." Yup, its all here, subjects 
explicit enough to make Caligula blush, and this years 
before the Empire reached its cataclysm of degeneracy. No 
wonder William S.Burroughs raves about the tome, calling 
it "the fossils of lust."

David Lerner, WHY RIMBAUD WENT TO AFRICA ($6.95 
from Zeitgeist Press, 4368 Piedmont Avenue, Oakland, CA 
94611): Mr. Lerner is described as a "mean man with both 
electric can opener and blow torch." He looks not unlike 
the Meathead-era Rob Reiner, and sees his poetry as a tool 
for social castigation, a ball-peen hammer with which he 
desires to make bourgeois society exclaim "Drat, I hit my 
thumb again."(D-82t/CK) 


Steve Luttrell, THE GREEN MAN ($5.00 ? from Moonstar 
Press, 20 Danforth Street, Portland, ME 04101): Steve is an 
editor of Portland's fine CAFE REVIEW, and this is his first 
book of poems. Eminently readable. My fave - "Cowboys 
and Indians -- The cowboys come to town/in four-wheeled 
broncos/bucking up the avenue/to pick up girls in leather 
boots/and drink the dreams of yesterday/in neo-Western 
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bars/and the Indians/aren't even on the pennies/ 
anymore."(D-52t/CK) 


MAINE STREET NEWS #8 ($1.00 ? from Spindleworks 76 


-Maine Street,Brunswick, ME 04011): Poems with a rural 


twang, surrounded by really sag sketches that look like 
they were done by a third grader on Ecstasy.(D-16/CK) 


THE PAPER BAG vol. III #1-3 ($2.50 from The Paper Bag 
Press, PO Box 268805, Chicago, IL 60626-8805): Two ish 
of poetry and one of pix. A fine collection of diverse 
authors and styles without too terribly much to 
distinguish it.(D-20t/CK) 


Miriam Sagan, TRUE BODY ($8.00 from Parallax Press, PO 
Box 7355, Berkeley, CA 94707): Ms. Sagan is particularly 
taken with the landscape of New Mexico, and manages to 
summon up the vital forces of life and death that underlie 
desert images in an almost O'Keefeian mode. Her eclectic 
Eastern spiritualism provides a unifying structure for her 
travels and observations.(D-65t/CK) 


SYNAESTHESIA #4 ($5.00 ? from Catawba Community 
College, Route 3, Box 283, Hickory, NC 28602-9699): This 
beautifully assembled journal consists of the work of NC- 
based writers, poets, artists and shutterbugs. Tales range 
from the sublime to the ridiculous, including "The 
Crunchy Chewies" wherein a fellow fed up with being 
lectured by the dietetically-correct scares retaliates by 
reverting to his ‘natural’ roots as a savage carnivore.(O- 
42/CK) 


Julia Vinograd, THE BLIND MAN'S PEEP SHOW ($5.95 
from Zeitgeist Press, 4368 Piedmont Avenue, Oakland, CA 
94611): In the best tradition of the Berkeley street poet, 
Ms. Vinograd is a keen chronicler of the .many 
contradictory elements in the life of the urban 
intelligentsia. She is particularly keen on writing about 
dotty old ladies who don't have the right change to get on 
the bus, as well as other character-building experiences of 


using public transportation. Good stuff.(D-S0t/CK) 


Robert Beaper, HIGHBROW COCKROACH ($4.00? from 
Panic Button Press, PO Box 14318, San Francisco, CA 
94114): On my side of the country, Mr. Beaper is known as 
Bob Z., the protagonist of a real-life Kafka tale wherein he 
was fined tens of thousands of dollars for wheat-pasting 
some posters for a music/poetry event. I remember the 
Sanitation Squad busting in on him in full SWAT-team 
fury, much to his bewilderment.’ Apparently Mr. Z has 
headed west after heroically removing the head of the 
Sanitation Department, and put out this book as a 
collection of his writings/poems/lyrics over the last five 
years or so. I like his stuff a lot. His mindset is painfully 
close to, say, early Jello Biafra, but thankfully with as much 
humor. There's a tale here for just about every town Bob 
ran out of gas in on his trip west, plus drawings by Julie 
Doucet and others.(D-40/CK) 


BULL HORN v4 #8 ($1? from 1920 Cooley Ave. #14, East 
Palo Alto, CA 94303): Worth a subscription -- excellent 
work from mostly SF-area poets, some with national 
reputations. Some works are timely, others timeless. 
There's talk of 'deconstructing' some Harvard students with 
a .45, a ballad of People's Park, and a great poem called 
‘Jealousy and dirty laundry’ about the secrets our 
undergarments reveal in public places.(L-6/CK)

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THE CAFE REVIEW v2 #9 ($3 from Yes Books, 20 Danforth 
Street, Portland, ME 04101): This issue of the review 
focuses on a prose writer, a poet, and a woman who mixes 
words and images. Her work was, I felt, the most relevant, 
but the short story excerpts resisted my repeated efforts 
toward comprehension, either for their density or their 
decontextualization.(D-40t/CK) 


THE CARING CONNECTION v7 #9 ($2 from 3060 Bridge 
St. Brighton CO 80601): A newsletter of information and 
fiction by and for the differently-abled and those who care 
for them. The poetry is intense, and the authors can 
clearly make powerful use of the written word to express 
the powerlessness and frustration they experience in daily 
life.(A4-6/CK) 


Judith Fitzgerald, RAPTUROUS CHRONICLES ($9.95 from 
The Mercury Press, Box 446, Stratford, Ontario Canada 
NSA 6T3): This lengthy prose poem is an elegy to 
Canadian novelist Juan Butler, the entirety of which I 
freely admit I have not read. Fitzgerald uses a variety of 
interesting visual and linguistic techniques, and this is 
certainly a magnificent tribute not only to Butler but also 
to literature, and to Fitzgerald's ability to make use of 
language.(D-72t/CK) 


Scott C. Holstad, STREET POEMS ($1.00 from Mulberry 
Press, PO Box 782288, Wichita, KS 67278): Streets and 
streetlife are a major source of inspiration for Mr. Holstad. 
This chapbook treats themes of eviction, prostitution, and 
the lowest-common-denominator of human existence. 
Mr. Holstad is clearly an example of the Flaubertian dictum 
that all of us are in the gutter, but some of us are looking 
at the stars.(D-16/CK) 


Bill Knott, EXCERPTS FROM THE DIARY OF DAMOCLES 
($5? from Knott, 22 Harvard Place, Somerville, MA 
02143): One of the most endearing feature of this 
collection is the flying leaps of divergence taken by the 
Table of Contents and the page numbers, which often 
seem to want nothing to do with one another. Once one 
gives up this superficial attachment to classification, the 
poems are quite enjoyable. For example, Knott credibly 
posits sexual fulfillment as the primary motivator for the 
cathartic release of emerging from a long supermarket 
line. (D-74/CK) 


Lyn Lifshin and Belinda Subraman, THE INNOCENTS 
($5.00 from Buzzard's Roost Press, 1002 La Quinta St., Las 
Cruces, NM 88005): Mss. Lifshin and Subraman are said to 
have some sort of psychic bond that connects them 
intellectually and emotionally over great distances. The 
work is good, though I did feel some guilt for appreciating 
the saccharine when I was moved by the poems Lyn 
Lifshin wrote about her and her mother.(D-46t/CK) 


Lisa Manning, THE BIRD IN YOUR EYE ($5.00 from Lisa 
Manning, 1272 Fell St., #3, SF, CA 94117): Ms. Manning 
seems to take issue with the description of her poetry as 
confessional, as though that term implied some carping 
imposition on the reader that stigmatized the poet's 
experiences as criminal.” To the contrary, we do not judge 
her confession, but connect to it. [f all writing is at 
essence autobiographical, then she is giving voice to the 
ineffable secrets we all share.(D-34t/CK) 


POETS WHO HAVEN'T MOVED TO ST. PAUL ($7.95 from 
Poetry Harbor, 530 East Skyline Parkway, Duluth, MN 
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55805): This excellent compilation includes many fine’ 
authors whose domicile in Duluth hasn't restrained their 
vision, which alights at all corners of realities extant and 
imagined. (But seriously -- can moving to St. Paul really be 
construed as selling out to the big time?) A fine rejoinder 
to Alva Rodger's "White House" is "Ya Can't Blame It On 
Johnny Cash" which seeks to trace the origin of the self- 
imposed black uniform tediously endemic among those 
who style themselves monochromatically in imagined 
sartorial revenge against society. For all you Border Lakes 
bards, there came included with this journal a call for 
submissions and information about some fairly lucrative 
poetry contests. (D-84t/CK) 


Michael Porter, SLUGGIN IT OUT AT PENNY LANE ($2.00 
from backyard press, 1705 14th #272, Boulder CO 80302; 
make checks out to Claire McMahon): From what I can 
discern, Penny Lane is a nexus for the author and his 
acquaintances. I gather that 'slug' is the local term for 
what is known in other places as ‘lounge lizard.' The 
author has mixed feelings toward these individuals, 
perhaps because he is a confessed slug. His feelings come 
across as extremely genuine and candid, as does the 
importance that the words of others, friends and famous 
writers alike, hold for him.(D-16/CK) 


RAIZIRR #1 ($5 from PO Box 192561, San Francisco, CA 
94119-2561): The best new poetry Magazine I've seen, 
more or less. Really everything in it is great, though I can 
mention but one. To wit: 'The Unkindest Cuts! "Hell boy," 
he says/(‘cause that's what/he calls me),/"One of the 
greatest/joys in a man's life/is in reading a really,/really bad 
piece of poetry: Why, don't/you know, son) that/that's 
the best kind?/Some men like to/pretend that their/shit 
don't stink.../but bad poets, see,/they're kinda relieved/and 
damned proud of the/fact that theirs’ does." Hear hear.(D- 
44t/CK) 


RIOT WORSHIP ($1.00 from 43 Front Street, Lititz PA 
17543): Fairly predictable assemblage of teen musings, 
with liberal additions of rock-star quotes and some 
appropriated clippings.(A4-8/CK) 


Scott K. Smith, PENGUINS AND OTHER COLD SPECIES (2- 
stamp SASE to Scott K. Smith #74881, Arizona State 
Prison, Rincon Unit, 10,000 S. Wilmot Road, Tucson, AZ 
85777): Mr. Smith's motto is "life is only as cheap and 
dirty as one allows it ‘to -be, though wallowing in 
decadence can be fun, at least until you get caught." His 
poetry reveals a lot of the raw emotion that must course 
daily through the mind of the inmate. In the title tale, 
Mr. Smith refers to his societal tormentors as penguins. 
Although I understand we're not talking about Opus here, 
I am intrigued by this choice of seemingly benign 
avian.(O-24/CK) 


Margery Snyder, LOVING ARGUMENT ($6.50 from 
Viridiana, PO Box 471493, San Francisco, CA 94147-1493): 
Visions from a woman's life, perhaps after Anne Sexton, 
but with some punches pulled (perhaps that's just as well). 
The joys and pains of love come across with sincerity -- a 
testament to the poets candor. Certainly worthy of being 
read.(D-50t/CK) 


SWAMP ROOT #7/8 ($8.00 from Swamp Root, Route 2, 
Box 1098, Hiwassee One, Jacksboro, TN 37757): A journal 
of art and poetry with an extremely eclectic sweep of 
contributors, from inmates to a belly dancer to a doctor to 
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professional poets. The featured contributor in this issue is 
Alaskan poetry power Tom Sexton, and there is also an 
interview with Jack Grapes, founder of ONTHEBUS. A fine 
collection with some excellent documentary photos of 
memorable East Village (NYC) wall art by Star Black.(D- 
152t/CK) 


WICKED MYSTIC vII #8 ($4 from ARS Ent., PO Box 4432, 
Sunnyside, NY 11104): Wit and wisdom for the urban 
witch and warlock, with a few sayings for the satanists. 
The mag does run towards the worldly rather than the 
wizardly, and you're more likely to see Jeffrey Dahmer 
jokes than demonic invocation rituals, but it seems like a 
good bunch of fellas nonetheless.(D-60t/CK) 


SPINDLEWORKS JOURNEY ($7.95 from Spindleworks, 76 
Maine Street,Brunswick, ME 04011): I love this book. The 
poetry and pictures were done by the people who weave 
and make things at Spindleworks so they can buy the 
things they want. This book is one of the most moving, 
beautiful works that I've seen in a long time. I treasure its 
honesty, warmth and rare beauty. Thanks, Spindleworks! 
(D-128/BP) 


Andy Clausen, WITHOUT DOUBT ($6.95 from Zeitgeist 
Press, 4368 Piedmont Ave., Oakland, CA 94611): Well- 
wrought manly poems graced with classical allusions. He 
targets the futility of war, male/female dualities, life, 
death, desire and the painful beauty of the whole damned 
thing. He's somewhere between street-poet and working 
beatific. (D-70/BP) 


Terri Weist, JESUS SISTER ($5 from Caffeine Machine 
Publications, PO Box11462, Berkeley, CA 94701): This is 
Street Poetry, not pretty: drunks,junkies... a poetic vision 
of elemental relationships and powerful images of life 
surviving the culture. The thick typeface works against the 
poetry, but it does shine through. (D-62/BP)

JOHN EBERLY, "Plunger" (Mumbles, PO Box 8312, Wichita, 
KS 67208): Excellent guitar work, and decent vocals, but 
the production needs some work. A nice set of distorted 
hard rock tracks, but the musicians seem to be following 
their own grooves instead of getting together as a "BAND". 
(T/BC) 


FREEZE, "Freeze" (Profile Records, 8730 Sunset Blvd, Los 
Angeles, CA 90069): Carrying everything from Hip Hop to 
mellow Top 40 ballad material. Mister Freeze seems to have 
no trouble at all "Breaking the ice". 10 Tracks that not only 
look to the future of music, but remind you a bit of the 
past, as with the samples featured in VOULEZ VOUS, the 
album's opening track.

800, Rockville Ctr,NY 11571-0800): 4 Tracks of 50's/60's 
inspired rock with a delightful "Basement" feel to it. 
(CD/BC) 


*NEW FAST AUTOMATIC DAFFODILS, "Peel Sessions" 
(Dutch East India Trading, PO Box 800, Rockville Centre, 
NY 11571-0800): 7 Tracks of decidedly Punky Progressive 
with a kicking rendition of "Purple Haze" you won't want 
to miss. GET THIS ONE! (CD/BC) 


LEVELERS 5, “Peel Sessions" (Dutch East India Trading, PO 
Box 800, Rockville Centre, NY 11571-0800): 4 Tracks that 
border on a combination of The Doors, The Who, and 
some Psycho band from the other side of tomorrow. Lyrics 
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come off sounding like "Punk" nursery rhymes. Not bad! 
(CD/BC) 


*MELVINS, "EggNog" (Boner Records, PO Box 2081, 
Berkeley, CA 94702-0081): RebelPunk, Thrash, or 
Alternative? Who gives a fuck? It's Loud, Obnoxious, Full 
of wailing guitars, pounding drums, and a vocalist that 
must be gargling with Drano. I loved it, but only 4 tracks?! 
Come on guys! Stop teasing us! (CD/BC) 


*THE FUTURE, "lst Of Many" (Cargo Records /Times 
Down, 517 Jude Lane, Southington, CT 06489): Oh My 
God! Bryan Adams-ish vocals with awesome guitar work 
and* SPOTLESS production! Let this one get by you, 
especially if you're a fan of good funky rock, and man do | 
feel sorry for you (just TRY to borrow MY copy!). (CD/BC) 


VELVET CRUSH, "In The Presence Of Greatness" (Ringers’ 
Lactate, PO Box 5012, Long Island City, NY 11105.) 
(CD/BC) 


*MACHINES OF LOVING GRACE, "Machines Of Loving 
Grace" (Mammoth Records, Carr Mill, 2nd Floor, Carrboro 
NC 27510.): Dance? Techno-Pop? Rap? More likea 
combination of the 3, with lots of British/Euro-Synth 
influence. This one sizzles! Most memorable track? 
"Cicciolina", with it's mellow acoustic guitars and slick 
vocal ballad-play. Listen to this baby with headphones for 
full effect. A definite MUST HAVE if ever there was one. 
(CD/BC) 


*OVER THE RHINE, "Til We Have Faces" ($10; Over The 
Rhine, PO Box 2572, Cincinnati, OH 45201): 15 
Incredibly mellow bluesy pop numbers using everything 
from acoustic guitars to sad sax samples (and even a 
mandolin). Beautifully written lyrics sung with equal 
beauty by Karin Bergquist, backedby the fine musicianship 
of Ric Hordinski, Brian Kelley, and the incredible Linford 
Detweiler. If these guys don't make it big, there's definitely 
something wrong with the music business. (CD/BC) 


*VOICE IN TIME, “Dangerous Town" ($8 tape/$11 CD; 
Carelton And Company, 648 Broadway, Suite 700A, New 
York, NY 10012): Pop? Punk? Metal? Blues? Raggae? 
Fantastic combination of the 5! Most memorable tracks? 
The hauntingly beautiful "Dangerous Town", and the hard 
rocking "(Everything is gonna be) Allrite", with its Almost- 
Metal guitar work. (CD/BC) 


INTRUDER, "Intruder" (Metal Blade, 18653 Ventura blvd. 
Suite 311, Tarzana CA 91356. (818)981-9050): Hard and 
grinding above-average thrash metal band. Music style is 
similar to that of Testament and Annihilator. Outstanding 
guitar playing. The band sounds tight with very few loose 
ends. Intruder provides adequate drive for frenzied slam 
dancing. "Traitor of the Living" was my favorite song on 
this album. Worthwhile effort. (T/ADC) 


FORCED ENTRY, "As Above, So Below". (Relativity, 187-07 
Henderson Ave., Hollis, NY 11423. (718)740-5700): Thrash 
laced with melodic disharmony. "Never know, but no" 
showed the band's ability to play slow while maintaining 
the metallic grind. Vocals are vaguely reminiscent of the 
old Accept with Udo. (T/ADC) 


JUSTIN HUGHES, "Food, Sex, Heroin & Bach" ($2; Justin 
Hughes, 547 Earlham College, Richmond, IN 47374. 
(317)973-2552): Bach has turned over in his grave. All of 
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the FOOD tapes are custom hand-made and no two tapes 
are ever the same. The sounds on this tape wreak pain as 
they propagate through the air. Mostly free style jam and 
singing; reminiscent of a mix between dread polka and 
street musician blues. (T/ADC) 


F DEFECTIVE, "D Monic" ($5; Dear Monic, PO Box 9663, 
Fountain Valley, CA 92708. (714)550-4703): This sounds 
like a musical cross breeding between Wendy O. Williams, 
Sex Pistols and the B-52s. "The two bitches from hell and 
the psycho dude who lived to tell" are back with some very 
good punk compilations. Particularly "Wild Thang", which 
is given a new intense punk twist. And the thrash jam 
"RAP Song", which sounded like a good tune to slam to. 
Overall, sounds like a band with potential. (T/ADC) 


DOMINATOR, "Like Father...Like Hell" ($4; Jason 
Wickstrom, 179 Franklin Ave., Willits, CA 95490. 
(707)459-5009): A new speed metal band from the 
northern California hills. The drum playing is 
phenomenal, giving the band a well defined rhythm as 
the ax section provided an eerie overtone to the vocals. 
"Family Man" had a trashy Cream sound, which made this 
song really stand out on the album, a very catchy tune. 
Well organized and performed. (T/ADC) 


NOISE BARRICADE, "A Boredom Tapes Compilation #1" 
($3; George Fertakis, PO Box 31807, GR10035 Athens 
Greece): This is a compilation of eleven bands. Each of the 
bands provides a different music type, but overall it is to 
some degree heavy metal. Listening to this tape is a good 


way to see what sort of metal activity is taking place in 
Europe. (T/ADC) 


CANNIBAL CORPSE, "Butchered At Birth" (Metal Blade, 
18653 Ventura Blvd. Suite 311, Tarzana CA 91356. 
(818)981-90S0): "Completely fucking sick" claims their 
ad. "Completely fucking bad" claim I. The lyrics are 
extremely gory, but not terribly shocking. The entire 
album is about one thing: butchering of the unborn. 
Musically these guys are uninspired and the music sound 
repetitive after the first song. The singer monotonously 
barks out the lyrics. I felt insulted when they compared 
themselves to good death metal bands such as Sepultura or 
Napalm Death. I think the drummer is great, whereas the 
rest of the band stagnates. As far as death metal goes, this 
is a mediocre band with one aim: Shock the public with 
their gore. (T/ADC) 


Various Artists, "Lines Of Magnetic Flux: Thevanin's 
Theorem" ($5; Alan Herrick, Auriculator Records, 575 
Haight, San Francisco. (415)626-7635): This tape is a 
collaboration between members of several groups. 
Recorded live, direct to a 4-track. The album made me 
realize how much I hated current sources in parallel with 
resistors. The tape provokes numerous great images to 
circle in your mind. A nouveau-industrial background 
soundtrack that would make Faraday proud. (T/ADC) 


DEATH SQUAD, "Split You At: The Seams" ($9; The David 
Ulysses Portnow Communication Co., PO Box 99284, 
Seattle, WA 99284. (206)283-3583): Primarily a thrash 
band with traces of death metal. "Death Squad want to 
fuck your mind, they want their poison to sink deep into 
your thought channels." How, I don't know. Despite 
musical monotony, the band has a decently driving thrash 
sound to keep a club of frenzied metalheads satiated. 
(T/ADC) 
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METAL CHIEF, "EP Sampler #1" (Metal Chief c/o Banzai, 
PO Box 7522, Overland Park, KS 66207.): Two band 
sampler of Cherry Wench and Nasty Reputation. Cherry 
Wench is a great newcomer to the heavy metal world. The 
songs well written and performed. The vocals are nothin 
short of awesome, near the caliber of the great Messiah 
Marcolin of Candlemass. Nasty Reputation is a glam band 
that has aimed its sights at the likes of Warrant or Europe, 
and by the sound of their songs, looks like they may hit 
the target. This sampler is worth hearing. (T/ADC) 


AURAL AUGASM, "A Fistful Of Filth" ($7; G. Louden, 90 
Chiswick Lane, London W4, England): For those who are 
not easily insulted by few dirty words, then you rg find 
this album funny. This album is a compilation of funny 
songs, interview, TV commercials, and such; sometimes to 
a background of an orgasmic woman. If you need a good 
laugh, this tape would be a worthwhile venture. (T/ADC) 


DEMIZE, "Krypt Of Flesh" ($5; Demize, 46 Castle Ave., 
Jackson, NJ, 08527.): Hard and heavy. The five song debut 
EP is original both lyrically and musically. Very few 
gimmicks are used, just straight-forward hard-grinding 
heavy metal. "Die Craven" has a very catchy riff 
organization. "Coffin Nails" is a kickin’ tune with an 
identifiable message for the masses. You can really mosh to 
this stuff. (T/ADC) 


EZMARELDA, "My Dreams" (Rock City Productions, 1415 
Main Street, Suite 720, Worcester, MA 01603. 
(S08) 753-9982): Rock-n-roll combined with glam metal is 
a good way to describe this music. The album is well 
compiled and contains many catchy mainstream-based 
tunes such as "White Liar" and "Hot Flash". Overall a good 
rock-n-roll effort from this Worcester-based band. 


KIX, "Hot Wire" (Concrete Marketing, INC., 1133 
Broadway, Suite 204, New York, NY 10010; 
(212)645-1360): There are many glam metal bands 
around, but Kix is one band that should be given necessary 
recognition. The songs on this album are catchy and very 
energetic. Strong, raspy vocals add power to the upbeat 
tempo and help carry the music. If there is a glam band 
worth listening to, this is it. (T/ADC) 


LEFTHANDS, "Electric Rock For The 80's" (Spinal Cord 
Studio c/o Sal R. Pauciello, 9 Stanley Street, Irvington, NJ, 
07111; (201)372-6151): This is a live album from 1984 
and 1985. The rock-n-roll on this album is characteristic 
of the early 80's and mostly people who were teenagers 
during that time with find interest in this album. The 
lyrics are decent and the music is somewhat catchy. 
(T/ADC) 


SPEB, "Street-Transfigurations", (Spinal Cord Studio c/o Sal 
R. Pauciello, 9 Stanley Street, Irvington, NJ, 07111. 
(201)372-6151): The majority of this album is psychedelic 
industrial music. Mainly containing everything from 
machinery to free-jam sessions to mega-distortion guitar 
solos. The psychotic version of the popular 60's hit "Louie, 
Louie" was well arranged a la industrial jam. Lots of 
interesting sound effects. (T/ADC) 


DELIRIUM, "The Dark Hours", (Delirium, PO Box 275, 
Kensington, MD 20895.): A heavy metal compilation of 4 
songs on this EP can be described as down to earth and 
honest, though maybe too blatant for some. The lyrics are 
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straight forward and the music is fast and trashy. "The 
Dark Hours" is a well thought-out song with a very heavy 
sound. On the other hand, the lyrics to "Cum" sound like 
a letter to a porno mag. (T/ADC) 


HAUNTED GARAGE, "Possession Park", (Metal Blade, 
18653 Ventura blvd. Suite 311, Tarzana, CA 91356. 
(818)981-9050): Slime, slime everywhere. This is basically 
a slower, milder form of common death metal. However 
the similarity ends there. The music is very well performed 
and engineered. The drums maintain a constant, quick 
beat that synchronizes the band. The singing is erratic, but 
clear. The strings grind out an intermittent slew of notes 
to fill in the gaps. Possession, cemeteries, hell, and insanity 
are just few of the topic covered. This Haunted Garage's EP 
is a respectable compilation of B-movie-influenced morbid 
rock-n-roll with emphasis on death. (T/ADC) 


SCALPAL, "Demo 1990", ($7; S.A. Bucher, 35 rue de 
Valentigney, 25400 Audincourt, France. (33) 81 34 45 45): 
Scalpal's music is thrash metal, although they vary the 
speed from a grinding crawl to a pounding rapidity. The 
guitars provide a contrasting highlight to the forceful 
pounding of the drums. This is definitely slam dancing 
material. (T/ADC) 


SOCKEYE, "I've Got An Indian Reservation In My Cum", 
($3; Dave, PO Box 2143, Stow, OH 44224.): Landing 
somewhere between punk rock and SOHO stand-up 
comedy. The only word to describe this album is chaos; 
and that's the studio side, the live side is a mess. Despite 
the fact none of the band members were aware of each 
other's musical abilities, they all seemed to be having fun. 
Most songs are about sex, death, sex, disease, sex, incest, 
and sex. If you like mellow mayhem, then this album is 
for you; if not, it’s still an interesting venture. (T/ADC) 


BLOODBATH S.A.F., "Erase Your Face", (Bloodbath S.A.F. 
c/o Kenny Szenborn, 507 Sanderson, Campbell, OH 
44405. (216)755-5862): Thrash metal band from Ohio 
that is both fast and original. Along with the standard 
dose of pentatonic/chromatic power riffs, the band 
displays a strong and able musical ability. This is a good 
thrash band that deserves a listen. The frenzied, pounding 
drums create a necessary environment for moshing. 
(T/ADC) 


NORFOLK'91, ($5; WODU, Rm 200, Webb Center, Old 
Dominion University, Norfolk, VA 23529. (804)683-3441): 
14 unsigned bands and 29 songs are compiled on this tape. 
The music ranges from Thrash to Punk to Pop to Country, 
a little of everything. This is a compilation done by an 
alternative radio station WODU AM 64 in Tidewater, 
Virginia. Many of the songs are good, and as an alternative 
sampler, this tape works well. The diversity of the music is 
broad, thus giving everyone something to listen to. 
(T/ADC) 


UGLY KID JOE, "As Ugly As They Want To Be" (Stardog 
Records, 825 8th Avenue, New York, NY 10019. (212)-333- 
8595): Heavy metal witha comical twist. This is a well 
performed promo for this band. The songs are original and 
creative. The style is a cross between mild punk and heavy 
metal; a class in itself. For fans of heavy metal this band 
will provide lots of listening enjoyment. I especially like 
the remake of an old Black Sabbath classic "Sweat Leaf."

Tear Ceremony, "Loss and Beatitude" ($4; Tear Ceremony, 
741 St. Louis, Baton Rouge, LA 70802.): Layered 
hypnocratic ceremonial bass a eae sound-synched 
intercostal vibrations only if played loud and underwater. 
Cyclic redundancy languishing sensitivity alone with itself 
in time-evading haunting capture. 


The Sons of the Abnuceals Emuukha Electric Symphony 
Orchestra and Chorus, "Dickhead with a Marker" ($6; 
Glenn Leonard, PO Box 143, Bear, DE, 19701-0143.): 
Uncollected sonic visions paraphrased with interrupted 
thoughts and sudden melodies. Deal with the wax build-up 
on your car, manipulate your mailman, and find out what 
your friends are doing on their weddingnights. 


Moving Mantlepiece, "Mass Beliefs" ($6; Kyle Murray, 
Moving Mantlepiece Productions, 614 South 1st, #331, 
Austin, TX 78704.): Focused dead white orbs peripheral 
films interlaced soundtrack, a memorized compressed 
neural image, stained chordal black and white. Spasmodic 
tongues and hollow empathicreligion converse visually 
with ears in 32 bit long-words. Masked sampleduniverse 
with repeated keystrokes. 


* Mother Load, 4-song EP (eMpTy Records, P.O. Box 12034 
Seattle, WA 98102) Chock full o' edgy guitar, burbly bass, 
and easy & likable (if limited) vocals, these songs show 
Mother Load having a good time without trying too hard, 
which is nice. They bring to their rock bits of jazz, funk, 
and even a bit of ska, without slamming you over the 
head with any of 'em. Two sort-of-serious tunes, two fun 
ones.

Novena, Demo ($3 from: Nat Rabb, 612 Wyndhurst Ave., 
Baltimore, MD, 21210.)

Bingy bass, mass-of- 
cymbals drums, buried iia Honest sounding rock 'n 
roll, but probably too early to tell. (T/JB) 
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Street Level radio show (Ted L. Maluchnik, 8208 Karam 
Blvd #2, Warren, MI 48093. (313)751-4810) Ted has a 
show on WDTR 90.9, complete with its own intro song 
railing against 'gutless' radio. He's trying to bring some 
new stuff to the air, and sent a couple of tapes of his show; 
one of which showcases The Warning, a heavy and 
certainly not commercial band. (T/JB) 


* The Barracudas, "Hear Me Calling/She Knows" (Dog 
Meat, GPO Box 2366, Melbourne 3001, Australia) British 
garage dudes (recently reformed) send angsty chimy rawk 
via Australia, a decade later. On "Hear Me Calling" she's N- 
O good, but that doesn't mean he misses her less. Guitar 
solo like a pack of angry bees, from '82. "She Knows" from 
'81 is poppier, fat se classic.Outshines the A side and a 
whole lot else. (45 /] ) 


SolomonsRamaDa, SIVLEDUERFRAMSUSE]J (Butkermusik, 
59 Miller Avenue #3, Albany, NY 12203. (518) 482-6677) 
This eight-song tape from an Albany seven-piece would 
benefit greatly if the band made up their mind. As it is, 
the band plays solid if light, funky music for the most 
part, which completely clashes with vocalist G.E. Schwarz's 
goofy talk-sing style, a la Fred Schneider. The other two 
vocalists work better with the music here, although with 
proper backing Schwarz could sound better. As it is, it's sort 
of like seeing somebody wearing a cheap, loud, plaid 
bowtie with a good Italian suit. (T/JB) 


*Slugs, Pre-Release Sampler (Big City Booking (312) 935- 
4333): A three-song cassette single full of edgy pop with a 
bit of jangle 'n' twang. A couple of small clunkers in the 
lyrics, but these are easily bettered by the overall strength 
of the tape, a 'pre-release' sampler.

"Woodstock and Barrel": Spirited post-punk country. 
"Strawberry Cream": Cool trashy garagey pop. "Jack" is 
fast, cool, rockin' but not as good as other two, partly due 
to longish bass solo. Bedlam Court mix in a lotta stuff, and 
do it effortlessly. More, please. (T/JB) 


Great White Lyin' Snake, "Eve of Destruction/U Can't 
Touch This" ighly Collectable Records, P.O. Box 27532. 
Providence, RI 02907.) "Eve" is exactly the kind of 
overamplified cover I can't get enough of, with lyrics 
bellowed by Patrick Carrigan. "U Can't Touch This" sort of 
a letdown after that (a by-the-numbers thrash exercise 
with obligatory slow and thoughtful middle part and 
wheedly solos, and little tie to the obviously stolen title.

The computer 
(disk-drive whirring) sounds in the intro to "Mask" are a 
cool variation of the pre-song buzzing amp."Logan's Run" 
gets faster and faster until you're waiting for the explosion 
and then, well, there it is.

They use cool new technology in a way 
that has nothing:to do with the technology itself, using 
computers like other bands use guitars. I don't think I ever 
saw thanks to Al Flipside and Human League on the same 
record before.

As 
retro as they wanna be, the Roofdogs put together a gung- 
ho collection of guitar instrumentals, some of them too 
dirty for the confines of surf, in a limited edition of 
750."Having a Rave Up..." serves up a greasy six-course 
meal of mixed covers and originals guaranteed to give you 
indigestion. Compliments to the chef(Buuuurp), (45/JB) 


Youth Gone Mad/ Letch Patrol, "Better Things/Ode to 
Fred" 7" (Youth Gone Mad, 560 W. 43 #30g, NYC 10036. 
FAX (212) 947-1962) Youth Gone Mad serve straight-up 
HC from NYC, with group-yelled keywords and choruses. 
"Motorcycles" leans more to old dopey Rock & Roll, and 
it's cool. There's no lettering on the label; instead the sides 
are color-coded to the colors on the respective band's half 
of the pic sleeve, kind of like Garanimals. Letch Patrol get 
slow, sludgy n' moody, something about "Little girls, will 
you worship me/ When I'm dead?". OK rock soloing and 
all, but what's it got to do with the cover graphic of Fred 
Flintstone with a granite Flying V guitar? (45/JB) 


The Bachelor Pad Frying Tonight EP (Egg Records, 17 
Prince Edward Street, Strathbungo, Glasgow, G42 8LU 
Scotland) Strong 60's garage feel, down to the thin live 
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sound ("recorded live in Glasgow Nov. 24th 1988"). Weedy 
organpoke through the skrag guitar-cymbal treble assault, 
behind likeable energetic singers. Pretty OK despite being 
physically scented heavily with patchouli, which is never a 
plus. (45/JB) 


Onion, "They Can't" 7" (Mondo Psychotic Records, P.O. 
Box 278, Brookfield,CT 06804.) Onion question things, 
get angry at 'em, wax melancholic, and put their feelings 
across quite effectively (especially "crooner" Rich) on this 
release. "They Can't" features full wall-o-treble guitars; 
things get moody and chimey on "No One's Home" 
though still propelled along by drummer Bill(I'm guessing- 
-credits read "Bill: obtuse pulsing"). "Sea Chant" in 
particular has a Big Sound, and shows Onion capable of 
putting forward (and pulling off) a grand sweeping feel.

Jennings uses a digitally sampled folk festival to generate 
backgrounds. In all, a wholesome and honestly 
experimental journey into the digital world. A joy to listen 
to. (T/JCI) 


24 GONE, "The Spin" (Onslot Music, 301-873 Beatty, 
Vancouver, B.C. V6B 2M6): A new wave hybrid with 
pleasant and easily enjoyable music. 24 Gone haunts the 
fringe of the genre...pulsing with echos of Depeche Mode, 
U2, Love and Rockets, while entertaining us with its 
unique vocals. A very enjoyable introduction to the "New" 
new wave. (T/JCI) 


EIGHT EYES, self titled (Bill Honeycutt, Box 33432, 
Raleigh, N.C. 27636.): This is the first release for this 
group. They do 90's style covers of 60's ballads, 
accompanied by exotic percussion. The lyrics are accessible 
and the group works well together. This one gets even 
better after a few listens. (T/JCI) 


DEAR DARK HEAD, "Spiral Down and Vibrate" (from Dear 
Darkhead, PO Box 87, Sommers Point, NJ 08244.): This 
group has a unique sound due to a high-energy vocalist 
who rants lyrics in a torrent of fantastic imagery.

PRIMAL SOUNDS FROM NYC, (55:00, VHS, from Peter De 
Mattia, Hardcore Video, 8 Haddon Road, Hewitt, NJ 
07421.) This is trichinosis on tape. A bunch of bands in 
the Bowery play scumrock and let the cman of the 
performances carry a single camera set-up. [t works. 
Entertainers include: The George Tabb Experience, 
Bloodsister, Porno Dracula, PMS, Destroy All Bands, Deans 
Of Discipline, The Lunachicks, The Waldos, Slugfest, 
Norman Bates & The Showerheads, W.O.O., Fastlane 
McNuggets, Holycrow, Ed Gein's Car, Rats Of Unusual Size 
and Traci Lords X-Lovers. 


1-900-NUM-BERS, (5:15, VHS, $12.00 from SuseBahr 
Productions, 3007 Cockrell Avenue, Fort Worth, TX 
76109.) A tight TV Poem which cuts clips from 1-900-JER- 
KOFF commercials and edits them between monologues of 
religious grifters, scenes from B movies and public service 
announcements for AIDS awareness. They also throw in 
some tidbits like "47% of American women report 
difficulties reaching orgasm. 15% report the inability to 
have an orgasm". Although the past few years have beat 
these subjects to death with excessive blandness and 
overkill, the humor, technical expertise and upbeat feeling 
at the conclusion gives the material a fresh face. 


SEISHUN SHITEMASU 'HOT' PERFECT COLLECTION 
VOLUME #1, (120:00, VHS, $6 or send blank tape and 
SASE to Peter R. Payne, Seishun Shitemasu Productions, 
10849 Macouba Place, San Diego, CA 92124.) This tape 
includes 4 O.A.D. (Original Anime nia roductions: 
RANMA 1/3: NOTES FROM THE CLOSET, ROBOTECH III: 
NOT NECESSARILY THE SENTINELS, KIMAGURE ORANGE 
ROAD: THE AKIRA STORY and LAPUTA II: THE SEQUAL. 
O.A.D.'s take footage from one or more Japanese 
animation series, recut the cartoons, write an English 
script, then dub it over the new sequence of shots. What 
this gives us an entirely new production. This is exactly 
what Woody Allen did in WHAT'S UP TIGER LILY, but with 
a Japanese detective film. It can probably be called video 
sampling but, the soundtrack isn't in sync with the lip 
movement of the characters; just like a spaghetti western 
or when Steve Reeves plays Hercules. Visually, we're 
looking at a stable of cartoonists that spent a lot of time 
with SPACE ANGEL, SPEED RACER and JOSIE AND THE 
PUSSYCATS and their merging technologies put a set of 
high-beams on one of the babes that any Vargas fan can 
appreciate.

The 
single-frame animation is superb, especially the claymation 
doll that yanked it's dick off while spanking his monkey, 
but unfortunately, this is as good as it gets. Basically, what 
we've got here is somebody's art school project from ten 
years ago.

It just doesn't work anymore. 


KING KONG: DANCES IN 16MM FILM, (23:00, by Rob 
Howard from Eroslove Productions (213)392-7977.)

ABC NO RIO: 1991 SPOKEN WORD, (60:00, from 
Hardcore Video, 8 Haddon Road, Hewitt, NJ 07421.) An 
electronic chapbook which kills the theory that the only 
good poets today are singing in bands. It's a reading done 
in a hole-in-the-wall somewhere in The Village - one 
camera and away we go. Although the jacket says 
FEATURING JOHNNY PUKE, the only quality that places 
him above or beyond the others is that he takes a piss in a 
bucket during one of the readings. All the works are at a 
high level. Starring: Ken DiMaggio, Jay Donnelly, Vipin 
Bharathan, Davis Huberman, Bob Hart, Paul Skift 72???

SNARD BOMBAST, (60:00, $13.00 pp, from Bombshelter 
Props, Box 17686, Phoenix, AZ 85011.) Seven 
performance pieces by Phoenix area artists. Although 
none of them are in the great category, there are moments 
of great writing in each skit: "Bob got eight years for 
possession and Tex three for armed robbery. Tex was glad 
there was no war against armed robbery, or he'd be in for 
as long as Bob." Some of the work resembles an egghead's 
AMERICA'S FUNNIEST HOME VIDEOS, but most of it has 
a difficult time making the transition to tape. It feels like 
it would cater to an NPR crowd or anybody with an 
Emmett Kelly fetish. Performers include: Mike

M. Physema, Shrinkwrap Propaganda, PO Box 11831, 
Pittsburgh, PA 15228.) Video haiku with the repeating 
image of an old biddy and her walker sprawled out on her 
bathroom floor spewing out the geriatric war cry, 'Help I've 
fallen and I can't get up'. Includes two versions: 1991 
Soundtrack with 1991 visuals, and, 1989 soundtrack with 
1991 visuals. The tape's two and a half minutes long. It 
gets dull in about two minutes. 


THE EAT MORE CARP SHOW, (4 hours, available to any 
access station or producer interested in running them, or 
to any individual at cost, from Andy Valeri, Big Beef 
Productions, 231 Medford Street, Dayton, OH 45410- 
2116.)

We're always chasing ether rainbows, so if you know of a 
BBS that demands our attention, please send word to Soph 
c/o Dreamworld (Citadel, 2400, 718-849-3232). Include 
the name and phone number of the BBS in question; 
please be sure that the BBS will be up and running by our 
publication date (approximately two months after you 
read this). All BBS reviews by Angela Gunn. Please note 
that all boards are set at N-8-1. I got 2400 baud; if you're 
blessed with a _real_ modem, your mileage may vary. For 
the BBS virgin: a 'sig' (special interest group) is a discussion 
group, something like a round-robin letter; a download is 
a file you can take off the BBS for your very own. 


A*C*E (Major BBS, 518-479-2051) Ave atque vale, Mike 
Gunderloy. The former publisher of Factsheet Five is still 
out there subverting tender minds, though, at A*C*E. 
Massive, eclectic collection of downloadable files and 
other detritus collected over the years, but this board 
stands out for its astounding male-female ratio, which is 
estimated as around 2:1. If you don't understand the 
a pegeren of that number, you haven't been logging on 
like I told you to. Excellent, friendly teleconference 
section. Subscription board, but visitors have 30 minutes 
free access. 


Animal Bytes (RemoteAccess, 301-891-2646, yes that's 
301-891-ANIM) Animal-rights and environmental focus 
on this political board. Great, fiery sigs -- lab testing, zoos, 
farming and marine animals are covered, as well as a few 
high-primate topics like recycling and jobs. (For a while 
after this board went up in June, a pack of anti- 
environment types stormed the place and left some 
amazing propaganda, to which subscribers still have 
access.) Events in the area are also listed. The file section is 
geared toward activism (l.e., letter-writing campaigns and 
boycotts) but covers a lot of ground; I was pleased to find a 
section for vegan and vegetarian recipes. There's a hefty 
section on pet (animal companion) care also. Subscription 
board, but sigs and many downloads are available for 
visitors. 


The Baobab (RemoteAccess, 202-296-9790) Impressive 
board devoted to Africa-related topics. Focus is on 
conferences and personal observation, though scholarship 
abounds. The sigs are called 'palavers,' which means 
‘extended discussion,' and most of the message threads are 
thoughtful postings about the social, matbece and artistic 
experience of Africa. You'll get news here that you won't 
get from AP or UPI. There's a good download section on 
various conferences around the world, and the event 
calendar is nationwide. Don't miss this one. Subscription 
board, but visitors have 60 minutes free access (including 
downloads). 


The Cod's Place (Citadel II, 206-433-8084) Another small 
town in BBSland, open to "any creatures, as long as you 
are nice to other creatures and don't bite." This board 
keeps itself small by netting only with a selection of other 
small boards; the sigs are chatty and abound in punning 
and other wordplay (there's a sig devoted to free 
association, which is surprisingly free of in-jokes and 
generally a good 3-minute scan). Few downloads available. 
Recommended for those who want to play language tag 
with a nice crowd that's had its rabies shots. Free board. 
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The Closet (WWIV, 206-744-1374) As the button says, 
"You'd better make me _ laugh, think or come." If this is 
your life there's probably something to fit you in The 
Closet. Gay/lesbian/bi BBS with a vocal supportive-het 
contingent. Some friendly heavy breathing here, but the 
board shines in its sigs, which are active and mostly 
populated by intelligent lifeforms. Recently a gay-bashing 
rant was posted by someone "just passing through;" the 
sysop posted it to the homophobia sig and let discussion 
commence. Simultaneous’ discussions included the 
ubiquitous Clarence Thomas affair and the pros and cons 
of acid. The regulars here are quite active but welcome new 
voices. Be prepared for voice verification of your login 
information. Free board. 


Decibel (Wildcat!, 404-288-6858) A chess-players' board 
featuring ChessMAGIC!, which allows play between both 
users and the computer at various levels. Board also makes 
rankings available and advertises chess matches in the 
Atlanta area. Especially useful for fanatics who have 
exhausted the patience of less-dedicated players around 
them. In other news, there's good virus information and a 
few non-game files. Subscription board; visitors are given 
limited access. 


Gaia Hypothesis (PCBoard, 904-383-3301) Board splits 
fairly evenly between the mystical stuff (a discussion of 
Earth Gods and Sky Gods, various Gaia/goddess) and 
straight-on environmental info. Commonsensical 
explanations of how and why to save the earth, including 
lists of things you and your employer can do to minimize 
the damage (and possibly more information than you 
need on composting). The sysop is sensitive to the special 
environment of his part of the country (Florida) and 
includes information on enjoying the planet you're 
saving. Sigs cover gaming, outdoor life, education and 
many of the usual topics (nice health section); 
participation is high. Free board. 


Motherboard (PCBoard, 707-778-8841) Could you posits 
not love a board that talks in Three Stooges dialect? 
Primarily set up to offer access to certain — utilities, this 
board has some good art/music/photography echoes from 
Smartnet and Intelec and a useful set of downloads, 
including several BBS lists. If you're in the Petaluma (CA) 
area, this board may have toll-free access for you. A nice 
full-featured board, which would be even better if it 
allowed visitor viewing of sigs. One of the friendlier large 
boards I've seen. Subscription board; allows downloading 
on first call. 


Fatherboard (PCBoard, 302-737-6041 -- obnoxious sysop 
but useful download section) and another Fatherboard 
(PCBoard, 813-785-3243 -- less obnoxious, but less 
educational also). Watch also for echoes from various nets. 
But consider the usual blowhard tendencies of some BBS 
denizens and get yourself a lawyer, willya? 


Tahuni-net (TBBS, 213-258-5724) Magick/pagan BBS with 

decent downloads and a calming lack of the usual New- 

Age vapor. Hefty contingent of Aleister Crowley files, 

along with some Kabbalah, some Golden Dawn, and a few 

useful files on various aspects of Wicca. This board is in 

transition, so the sigs aren't what they might be, but the 
sogneis ain't bad. Easy access for first-time callers. Free 
oard.

The Last Mail Art Show

Why post art? Let's try a little experiment. Forget 
everything you know about everything. Let's consider our 
lives and our activity up until now practice. What has it 
been like? Well, for one thing, there's been a lot of stuff 
competing for our attention. I've heard it said that 
attention is energy. That is, when you give something 
your attention, you get it's energy and you give it your 
energy. So let's put all that old energy behind us and start 


over. The world is crying out for some creative types like | 


us. But when the word "art" enters the picture, things get 
muddy. So let's put that behind us. 


In a previous column in Factsheet Five (#37), I spoke of a 
Big Machine called Proud Mary. Proud Mary screams the 
loudest in the sweepstakes for our energy. Proud Mary is 
the commercial media; it is the politicians and the 
bureaucracies and the institutions and also the subtle mind 
control that gives these things power. It is the organized 
religion and the faceless corporations that seek to 
dominate our lives with their "product."Proud Mary is all 
of that and we will always have to deal with Mary. But we 
needn't feel pushed around by her. Some people think that 
Proud Mary is a conspiracy- that it was consciously created 
to rule over us. I don't think so. I think it evolvednaturally 
over time. But nevertheless it does rule us. At least it used 
to- until now. I propose that we take a deep breath and see 
Mary for what she is- a Big Monster vying for our 
attention. If we give her our energy, she is capable of 
eating us alive. 


So I suggest that we take a look at her from afar. 
Acknowledge her presence but not give in to her seductive 
ways just yet.I also talked in another column (FF#39) of a 
force called the Sub-Modern. That is all the stuff that 
hasn't quite been eaten by Mary yet. You don't see it on 
the news or in the commercial bookstores, and if you do it 
probably is in the process of being eaten by Mary. Should 
that happen, it could be transformed into something else. 
This is not good or bad, it is simply the way things are on 
planet earth. The history of our world might be viewed as 
a series of ideas and actions that have moved from the 
Sub-Modern realm into the jaws of the Mary Monster. At 
that point they were transformed, perhaps getting a little 
watered down so that they could be enjoyed by’ larger 
groups of people. The Sub-Mod tends to be a bit esoteric 
while the Mary Machine is for everyone so it borders on 
simplicity. But it makes up for that lack of uniqueness by 
virtue of the fact that it has an ongoing energy exchange 
with millions of people. That's why Proud Mary is a big 
force that seems to demand our attention. But we must 
remember that we are the only ones that, can give 
something our energy. 


Cut to the present. Hudson Luce asked me to handle the 
"mail art" section of Factsheet Five. Great. I'd love to, I told 
him. But wait a minute- what IS mail art? The more I do it, 
the less fixed it seems to be. Defining mail art is like trying 
to hit a moving target. It keeps changing. Not only that, 
but I'm not sure it ever had a definite shape to begin with. 
You see, that's one of the characteristics of anything Sub- 
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Modern: it doesn't really NEED to be defined. Definitions 
are part of Proud Mary's world. She needs to measure and 
define and pin things down so that they can be shined up 
and put on sale. The Sub-Modern is made up of things that 
are not necessarily commodities. They evolve from a 
passionate place inside each of us where creativity has little 
to do with marketability. So the definitions, parameters 
and boundaries come later. Their value from an objective 
point of view is determined later so they can take their 
proper place in History. 


So if all that comes later- how do we proceed now? How do 
we proceed in this realm of passion where we know that 
concepts like "an objective point of view" and "history" are 
in fact, impossible? Anyone who tells you that their point 
of view is "objective" or that their particular version of 
histroy is "History" is telling a lie. Mary won't tell you this, 
but there are as many histories as there are human beings, 
each one as valid as the next. So how do we proceed? We 
just listen to our inner voices and we know what to do. In 
that previous column in FF I called those voices our 
Internal Network. 


But what about the External Network? What about the 
fact that there are thousands- perhaps millions- of people 
all over the world who have messages they would like us to 
hear? Proud Mary has a message for us. It's been cleaned 
up and homogenized and because of it's previously 
mentioned simplicity, anyone anywhere is capable of 
recieving it. But what about the more individual, esoteric 
messages out there that are vying for our attention? Is 
there anything we can learn from Mary's artificial 
categorizing and defining of the universe into neat 
packages? 


If not, how do we begin to order our world so that we can 
manage all the information that is availbable to us- not 
just the passionate Sub-modern messages from individuals 
but also the big stuff- the institutionalized messages and 
histories that Proud Mary is anxious for us to see? 


Nobody seems to know when exactly "mail art" began. 
One legend tells us that it began when Cleopatra had 
herself rolled up in a rug and delivered to Caesar. There are 
many examples of both private and official 
correspondence left to us from the early civilizations of 
Egypt, Mesopotamia, China, Greece and Rome. The 
history of message delivery- and eventually the mail- could 
be seen as the history of “mail art." Vermeer painted a 
picture of a woman reading a letter in 1658. Mozart, Ben 
Franklin, Mark Twain, O. Henry, Theodore Roosevelt and 
John Lennon all drew pictures on their correspondence. 
Surely the Pony Express carried the results of creative 
endeavors over long distances- who is to say these things 
are not mail art? Vincent van Gogh sent drawings to his 
brother Theo. The Futurists, an art movement of the early 
20th centrury, centered in Italy, used the postal service to 
deliver some very creative art works, many specificall 
designed for this use. Many of the artists of the 20t 
century used the postal system and other long distance 
communcations such as telegraph, telephones, satellites 
and computers to transmit creative messages. Is this mail 
art? Could be. 


At the same time, there is a case to be made that "mail art" 
has a very different meaning. As early as 1943, a Detroit- 
born artist named Ray Johnson was decorating his 
envelopes. By the early 60's, Ray's activities had expanded

to include many friends and colleages from his years at 
Black Mountain College and in the New York art world. 
Their collective oeuvre came to be known as the New York 
Correspondence School. Meanwhile, similar networks and 
looseknit collaborations were being forged around the 
world. In Japan, Canada and Europe artists began to work 
together, using the mail to communicate. In Latin 
America and Eastern Europe, political oppression made 
underground networks for all types of artists a necessity. 
Eventually, through word of mouth, and the tendency of 
networks to overlap, these networks grew together and the 
result was what the late Fluxus artist Robert Filliou called 
"The Eternal Network." This name stuck and is still heard 
today. 


But does the "Eternal Network" equal "mail art?" Perhaps 
not. Let's continue. By the early 70's this international 
eternal network of artists was well established. In spite of 
itself, its’ growth is now well-documented. Suddenly there 


were magazine articles and exhibitions of work sent 


through the mail. Around this time we begin to see a new 
wave of participants being initiated. Some call it the 
second generation. "The mailbox is a museum" became the 
credo of the ever-expanding network which, like so many 
of the counter-cultural activities of that time, seeked to 
raise consciousness through the dismantling of traditional 
ways of viewing things. A free form corresponDANCE had 
become the only lead to follow in the eternal network. 


It is not until the mid to late seventies that we begin to see 
the widespread use of the word "mail art." This is around 
the time that perhaps a third generation, myself included, 
came into the fray. By now mail art shows and projects 
were commonplace, little "mail art magazines" were 
beginning to proliferate on a more formal basis and 
address lists with artists from some 40 countries were criss- 
crossing the globe. Participants had begun to meet in 
person. By this time many of the original players had 
"dropped out" of the network, moving on to other things- 
some graduating to the very Art World or even Pop 
Culture World (aka Proud Mary) that many of the 
subsequent generations were seeking to avoid with their 
participation in the network. 


As I have tried to point out, pinning this stuff down goes 
against the very nature of the activity. Any attempt to 
provide coherent focus to this free form meta-media would 
have been frowned upon by the vast majority of 
participants of that time. But as you will see, as time went 
on, the need to understand the workings of the network 
became increasingly important and continues to this day. 


The history you are reading now is an example. Keep in 
mind that is limited by my own point of view and that in 
spite of any trends that I may point out, there were always 
exceptions. That said, I think that it is significant that 
certain trends seem to have developed with the various 
mass influxes of participants. Notice that the years 
between each generation's entry into the network seems 
to have decreased with time. The fourth generation was 
probably in place by 1980, marking only about 3 years 
since the previous one. I think this was the last traceable 
generation of mail artists. This idea of "generations” has 
become insignificant (as it proably always was) now that a 
new "generation" seems to enter the network every 26 
minutes. 


I also think it is worth noting that while the first 
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generation of networkers were closely tied to the 
established Art World, (many members of Ray Johnson's 
NYCS were dealers, gallery owners and professional artists, 
poets and college professors) each successive generation 
was more underground. By the fourth generation, around 
1980, most of the participants were far from being art 
professionals. Many were college age or younger, most of 
whom had never gone to art school. I'm not sure who it 
was that introduced the Eternal Network as a way of 
democratizing "art" but by 1980, that process was in full 
force. 


There are two other developments that happened around 
this time. They were (1) the punk cassette and zine scene 
that developed in the mid 1970's and (2) the computer 
networks that began to evolve in the late 1960's and are 
just hitting their stride today. I feel that these two 
independent groups of would-be misfits are significant 
because they simultaneously rounded off and yet 
intensified any hard edges that remained in the overly- 
intellectual "mail art" world. The punks brought a kind of 
No Future, crash and burn mentality to it all while 
enhancing it greatly with the addition of audio works and 
cut-up (maga)zines. Meanwhile the computer-heads 
(whom | affectionately refer to as avant-nerds) brought a 
left-brain, scientific angle into play that has certainly 
made it's mark in recent years with the proliferation of 
cyberpunk and other science fiction influences. 


Mix it all together, throw in a dash of anarchy and 
conspiracy theory and the stage is set for the 1980's. We're 
looking at a sub-modern network of experimental 
weirdos and crazies that were in direct opposition to the 
values of the conservative regimes coming to power at the 
controls of the Proud Mary machine. 


But I digress. Mail art. The 1980's saw a tendency of mail 
artists to philosophize about just what it was we were 
doing. What started out as well-intentioned guidelines 
became hard and fast "unwritten rules" that, in my 
opinion, were written down far too often. The most 
important of those was that any mail art project should 
provide free documentation to all participants and that no 
one who wanted to be involved would be excluded. A few 
years later a new edict began to circulate that stated that 
"mail art and money don't mix." Meanwhile, as the joke 
goes, the mail artists' "karma ran over their dogma" as 
these "unwritten rules" were tested again and again with 
bap bat results. The everyone-is-welcome nature of the 
network meant that word spread at an incredible pace 
during the decade and as a result new participants were 
joining in everywhere, many far less familiar with the 
"history" of the medium than their predecessors. 


This, the final straw in the democratization of the genre, 
in tandem with the independent label cassette revolution 
that punk had wrought, the increasing commodification 
of every aspect of Western culture, and the perestroika of 
Eastern Europe, led to a trashing of many of mail art's 
"traditions": people were now charging money for their 
projects, there was a glut of shows- many that had 
repeated the themes of previous endeavors- and projects 
that came and went without so much as an address list 
being sent to the participants. Computer types were hard 
at work doing all of the above, running up huge phone 
bills without so much as a piece of paper being exchanged. 
Meanwhile, what was left of generations two, three, and 
four or mail artists (now calling themselves "networkers" 
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and "cultural workers") continued to write books and 
articles about the significance of their activity, many never 
_ stopping to ask themselves why. 


Enter Factsheet Five. The paradoxes of mail art were 
causing rifts all over paradise when I first discovered 
Factsheet Five around 1987. It blew me away. It made me 
realize just how huge the network had gotten. How far 
beyond "mail art" it had gone. No more matter how much 
I and my cohorts philosophized it seemed we were 
incapable of doing it all justice. Now more than ever the 
statement that "history is a lie" seemed to be of utmost 
importance. Any attempt to pin down what was 
happening could be proven absolutely wrong in any city 
in any country, on any level. Any rule or dogma you 
wanted to create could be refuted quite eloquently by a 
huge number of your closest friends as well as by 
thousands of people you had never heard of. There was no 
consensus of what "mail art" was, who was a “mail artist", 
or what our purpose should be. Even five years of "mail art 
congresses" that began in 1986 or an international Art 
Strike (that is allegedly still in progress) didn't do boo to 
lift the glorious fog that hovered over our activity. What 
was once a “mail art network" is now truly infinite, 
ubiquitous and Eternal. 


So that brings us back to the present. Hudson has asked 
me to head up this section on "Mail Art" and that's why I 
feel it was important to fill you in a bit on what has 
happened thus far. The subject of mail art is so complex 
that it has left me wondering exactly what to do. In the 
past the "mail art" section of FF consisted of a few addresses 
of people who had sent "envelopes full of junk." To many 
mail artists, myself included, this did not really do justice 
to the fact that everything that is sent to FF could be 
considered mail art, by virtue of its creativity and the fact 
that it was received by mail. Poetry, visual poetry, essays, 
fiction, collages, stickers, rubber stamp art, artistamps, 
video tapes, computer discs, info on computer nets, books, 
sci-fi, political treatises and especially zines could all be 
considered sub-categories within the macrocosm that is 
mail art and/or networking. So the question remains- what 
_ should this section be about? Is "mail art" a good name for 
it? 


I was sent 2 cartons of material to be reviewed in this, the 
NEW mail art section. Since history is a big lie and 
objectivity is a myth- what criteria should I use to "review" 
this material? I have chosen to merely describe the 
contents of the stuff I received. Think of it as a kind of 
"preview" rather than a "review." If it interests you, don't 
take my word for it, write to the people and get a copy 
yourself. Occasionally I make a snide remark like "try 
harder" or "this bores me" because my opinions got the 
best of me. But please take these criticisms with a grain of 
salt. Keep in mind that they are only one person's opinion. 
Others probably love what you are doing. Secondly, and 
more importantly- consider this- isn't a little honesty 
better than a truckload of false praise? 


If my work has improved over the years, it is because of 
the courage of the few friends of mine who had the 
courage to tell me that they thought I could do better. If I 
say “try harder" it is because I believe you are capable of 
more. Take the statement at face value. It doesn't mean 


ie up, it means what it says. Make the next issue better. 
he best way to learn about "mail art"-whatever it is- is to 


work at it.It was very enlightening to look through so 
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much stuff in two or three long sittings. I began to see 
how several of you were attempting the same thing, more 
or less, and that one was more successful than another. I 
began to notice specifically what it was that could be 
improved to achieve the desired outcome. It was also 
humbling to learn that I too have much to learn when it 
comes to writing about this stuff. I would like this section 
of the magazine to be a dialogue. Please feel free to review 
my reviews so that I might become better at it. ” 


So, now that I've told you all that, forget everything you 
ever knew. Let's explore toghether what this section of the 
magazine might be about. Let's discuss some of the 
paradoxes that exist in mail art and what we might do 
about them. Let us decide together where we should direct 
our attention. 


First of all: money. As TV and pop culture continues to 
commodify every aspect of our lives, the alternative 
media- the Sub-Modern, if you will, becomes more 
important. It is obvious from the stuff I have seen here 
that mail art has finally been purged of it's pop culture 
influence. If that is the case why then should mail art in 
general and Factsheet Five in particular be heading in a 
more commercial direction and not less? Most every piece 
I have reviewed below carries a price tag with it. Most are 
not exorbitant. Is there something inherently wrong with 
people wanting to be reimbursed for their activity? Does 
that reimbursement need to come in the form of money? 
Is there something wrong with Hudson wanting to run a 
magazine that shows a profit rather than a loss? Should 
any of us be expected to go into debt because we are 
engaged in creative activity? Does giving mail art away 
imply that it has no value? Which of the following do you 
agree with: (1) Our work has value and we are not aftraid 
to put it up for sale. (2) Our activity is a laboratory for 
creativity unfettered by economic concerns. 


I have never liked the term "mail art." I think the term 
"mail art" is an oxymoron. If it is mailed, I feel it 
automatically goes beyond the confining realm of "art." I 
say let Proud Macy abuse the word "art." Meanwhile we will 
use the mail to keep our hearts connected. 
Furthermore,"mail" is largely an American word. "Post-art" 
is so much more international and has interesting 
connotations such as “after-art." "Mail" art also happens to 
be an unfortunate pun on the word "male" art which is too 
often true. We need more yin energy in the network, as 
always. Hence the name change. 


I am for a complete destruction of mail art by the end of 
1993. This is a step in that direction. What will replace it? 
You decide. The Art Strike will be officilly over at the end 
of 1992. My own Word Strike will conclude at the end of 
1993. (Please write for information.) There has been a 
proposal for a Networker Congress in 1992 in which 
people of all disciplines will confer about our network. I 
have created a space for a Networker "Nongress" on 
Panscan.

I think a new era- a Post-art era is rapidly approaching. 
Hudson and I would like this section of Factsheet Five to 
be a forum for a gels Degen ne about the future of 
mail art and related topics. We welcome your participation. 
Meanwhile remember this: Post-art is about questions, not 
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answers. It is about connections between people, not 
precious objects. It is about ideas, not things. The dollar 
sign is only one symbol of exchange. Develop others. 
Finally, think of these reviews as I have- a look thru my 
mail box. A pointing out of who does what and how to 
find it. As I said above, I will only describe the individual 
items. When it comes to a real critique, I will judge each 
issue's "haul" of mail art as a whole. And now for this 
issue's rating: This time y'all rate a B minus. Needs work. 
Try harder. The stuff we've created together certainly is 
worthy of our attention, but what about the rest of the 
world? We're competing with that big seductive Proud 
Mary machine so let's all try and make it better next time. 
Thank you for the work you are doing. The world needs it 
badly.

Mail Art: an annotated bibliography by John Held, Je 
($57.50 from Scarecrow Press, Inc., PO. Box 4167, 
Metuchen N.J. 08840) Nowhere are the complexities, 
contradictions and paradoxes of mail art more apparent 
than in the work of John Held, Jr. A recent mailing by 
him had his name emblazoned across the top of a poster 
that contained uncredited, unaltered images by Arturo 
Fallico, Michael and Hazel, myself and several others.This 
is not the first time it's happened and it clearly pisses some 
people off. Mail art has always been about appropriation- 
taking existing works and recycling them- but what do 
you call a guy who insists that recycling consists of simply 
adding his own by-line to other people's work? Answer: a 
librarian. And that's what John is. So now he's selling a 
534 page book of capsule reviews of other mail art articles 
for $57.50. If writings on mail art are like confusing the 
map for the territory, this book reads like the table of 
contents in an atlas. 


Forgive the harsh words, John. I was tempted to write two 
different reviews of your book- one pro and one con- 
because it just depends on my mood whether this book 
delights or sickens me. 2199 different texts are covered 
here, which is no small task. Held, whom I consider a 
friend, definitely deserves credit for undertaking this effort 
which will, no doubt, be of use to someone someday. But 
who? My malaise has to do with the fact that only a 
researcher or other academic yahoo will be able to use the 
book and it's make-believe categories- and to what end? No 
doubt to tame mail art so that it is admissible to the Proud 
Mary machine mentioned above. And this book is the first 
step. The butterfly has turned into a bookworm. 


As I leafed through the entries I was impressed by the wide 
berth that mail art has taken in the media. There has been 
more coverage than you'd think and it is apparent here. Is 
that good? Then when I saw my own articles covered, my 
head swelled large with self-importance. I was being 
taken.....(insert trumpet sounds here)....seriously. This was 
what I have been working my whole life for...or was it? 
When I took a step back I realized it is a perfect example of 
what I've been working against, too. The book is subjective 
and incomplete, as any treatise on the subject would have 
to be, but my fear is that it gives the impression that it is 
comprehensive. It is, in a nutshell, another example of the 
Big Lie. 
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So what to do? Simply remember that this is one man's 
vision and a painstakingly thorough one at that. So 
complete that Ray Johnson called the book "Boring!" But 
when I'm plotting the downfall of mail art, I'm sure I will 
refer to it often. Introductions by Guy Bleus and Al 
Ackerman and a nice cover b Julie Hagan Bloch (no 
relation) provide some insight, laughs and charm 
respectively and there is no denying that Held himself is 
well-informed on the subject of mail art and particularly 
it's coverage in the media. But what is the goal here? | 
think if you are interested in mail art, you'd learn alot 
more by spending your $58 on stamps. All in all, a dry but 
beautiful document that, like its subject, confuses the hell 
out of me.

POSTCARD EXAMINER #37 and #38 ($1.25 from Ann 
Rusnak Box 4177, Carson City, NV 89702.) This is one of 
those amazing things one sees with increasing frequency 
that parallels mail art but evolved independently. It's a A4 
size newsletter with lots of news about postcards (and 
other things postal) commercially available ones and 
otherwise. If you don't think this is mail art, check out the 
tribute to a meeting that took place between the editor 
and a card collector in France. Blurs the boundaries 
between philately and mail art. This is international in 
scope, folksy in its presentation with a funky 6 page b&w 
copier format. Many unscreened photos provide visual 
relief from the typewritten text. Advertising section, a 
comic or two and lots of info. 


HEADBUMP ($1 or trade from Rich Rethorn, PO Box 93, 

Bronx, NY 10461.) Some poetry but mostly very graphic 
illustrations by the likes of Mike Diana, Blair Wilson and 
Ulrich Bogislav. 7 contributors and about 30 "supporters 
and correspondents" listed with addresses. A4 xerographic. 


WORM (12 issues $10 from 115 Grand Street, Brooklyn, 
NY 11211-4123.) Some good information on the vital 
"North apes js scene, some fiction, some computer, 
xeroid, fax and other graphics. They call it "micromedia.” 
Each issue a different design. This one (August: summer 
flip flop) A4 photocopied via Quark Xpress on a Mac SE. 


SNAFU INT. #2 ($1 in any currency from Brian Davis, 845 
Elizabeth St., Walleceburg, Ontario, N8A 3A3 Canada) This 
xero-collaged post-punk zine skewers suburbia, neo-nazis, 
Hitler, cops, the CIA, malls, Bush, consumerism, Madonna, 
the NRA and religious fanatics. "Go to the mall and buy a 
slurpy, you are what you eat" says the editorial. The "Rants' 
page is appropriately named and adds in a scrawl "You 
could've had something you had written in this space but 
you were too scared to send anything in!" So transcend 
your fear and get busy. Also includes some music reviews. 


FURTHER (IMAGES AND WORDS) #1 (No price listed, from 
Box 243, 1739 E. Carson, Pittsburgh, PA 15203.) There's a 
chain letter reproduced, an editorial on the Gulf war, some 
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graphics, some quotes, some poems and _ lots of white 
space. A4 photocopy with card stock cover. Nice try, good 
energy. The next issue will be better if you contribute. 


CUTTHROAT #1,3,4 (from Big Kahuna and Eyeball, PO Box 
481654, Denver, CO 80248.) Issue #1 is AS eed se 
special limited edition re-issue featuring skulls, violence, 
worms, bodies, disintegration, monkey women, roadkills, 
genetic accidents, rats and dismemberment. In other 
words: the usual. A slick, well-made zine that is a perfect 
reflection of a slick, well-made society- utterly devoid of 
content. It mentions "a powerful groovy hate vibe." Well 
said. #3 and #4 are more of the same in an 8.5" x 7" 
format. I was a little bored but for those of you who like 
this sort of stuff, at least they know their way around a 
copy machine. ; 

MINI-BOOK OF MODERN LIFE TO COLOUR (two 29 cent 
stamps from Six Feet Under, Attn. C. Martin, PO Box 
40603, Rochester, NY 14604.) This stuff is funny. The 
author, someone who calls themself "KLaar", has taken 
1960's-ish illustrations like they use in grade school readers 
and added new captions like "Charlie and his sister bury 
their stillborn son" or "Joe decides to marry for money." 
This little AS coloring book is printed on recycled paper. 
They also have a Six Feet Under magazine available for $2 
a pop but I haven't seen one. 


FUNKAPOTOMUS 3 ($1 and a letter from Jerome Gaynor, 
4966 Deepwood, St. Louis, MO 63128.) This A5 black and 
white xeroid zine with a fractal-ish yellow cover is 
published four times a year "only to igo dumb 
grins." Jerome's seeming absence of lofty goals has left 
him in better stead than those who would attempt to 
topple governments armed only with a little rubber 
cement and an exacto blade. By combining snapshots of 
(I'm guessing) people he knows with his naive psychedelic 
drawings, Jerome has created an imaginative look. No 
small accomplishment during these, the years of Art Glut. 
Charmingly straightforward. 


11th STREET RUSE Vol. 4 #4 ($2 for 4 issues from Ellen 
Carter, 322 E. 11th St. #23 New York, NY 10003.) 
Madonna The Goddess, Interview with Dan Quayle, 
Vocabulary Corner, Laundramats. An anachronism in that 
it is typewritten and mimeographed; as for content it's 2 
parts Soupy Sales 1 part no sale. I can't tell exactly where 
these folks are coming from but at least they seem to be 
having fun. 


CHICKEN IN THE ACID BY CHRIS WINKLER ($2 from 
Plutonium Press, PO Box 61564, Phoenix, AZ 85082.) 
There was murder, there was shopping, there were 
firearms, there were instincts. Winkler took a story from 
the newspaper about a fed-up "breadwinner" family, cut it 
up and turned it into a Kafka-esque passion(less?) play in 
house-broken English. Introduction by Bob Grumman. 
Totally twisted figurative illustrations by Jake Berry. 3 x 4" 
book beautifully printed with textured endpapers and a 
slick color cover by the author. Weird and fun. Don't 
forget to get their new catalog. 


ARTDEMO ($3 cash and a 9 x 12" SASE from Ross Martin, 
PO Box 10355, Portland, ME 04104.) There is no hidden 
agenda here. (How would I know?) Just the weird vision of 
a guy who is really good at photocopying (A4) and has 
studied his share of Max Ernst collages and SubGenius 
books. So we've seen it all before but rarely do we see it 
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done so seamlessly. Well-crafted works like this makes me 
realize how lame some of the other stuff is. This guy's 
meticulous technique combined with the sturm und drang 
of some of your more impulsive types could be dangerous. 


_ SUBCONSCIOUS SOUP #2 (from Scott Clark, 103 Nicholas 


Ct., Kissimmee, FL 34758) The title is a misnomer, it's a 
little hard to read at times due to poor copying and there's 
no staples. But Scott thinks it is better than SS #1 so who 
am I to diss him? His aim is to improve each issue. His 
subject matter is politics: drug (mostly pot) legalization, 
abortion rights, green issues, Clarence Thomas, anti-fur, 
anti-animal testing, 60's consciousness-raising. A few 
reviews and some excerpts from a book called "Vietnam 
Blues." His heart is in a good place. 


THE SHIP OF FOOLS (from !Alarma! PO Box 404, Encinitas, 
CA 92024) From what I can tell, this is the visual half of 
an audio project. But the 7" and live CD are not included 
so I'm left with this nicely printed (looks like offset with 2 
color cover on thick stock) catalogue of the 15 
contributors. Every page is interesting. Makes me want to 
contact these people at the addresses given. The Haters 
(GX Jupiter Larsen) and La Fura Dels Baus (from Barcelona) 
are among the names I recognize. Looks like it was sent by 
people from a band called Crash Worship. The theme is 
The Body. Hey looks good- where's the sound? 


SPECTACULAR TIMES #4: "FIN DE SPECTACLE?" ($1.75 
postpaid from A Distribution, 84B Whitechapel High St., 
London El, U.K.) Pocketbook Series #4 compiled and 
written by Larry Law. Straightforward presentation of Guy 
Debord's Situationist ideas. Posits that "having no future 
(the Spectacle) turns in on its past." If you've been 
wondering what all the Situationist talk is about, read 
about it here while you see it in action via Liz's anti- 
Spectacle hand-lettered offset production. A6 with 
magenta and white card stock cover. Thought-provoking. 
Also available (for $2) "MORE OF THE SHAME"- similar 
format but a bit harder to suss out. I think it's about cops 
as the new religion. Unabashed detournement.

Of Sh'WIPE!, and an Anniversary 


From November 1987 to May 1988, Greg Evason and 
Daniel f. Bradley published an alphabet's worth of 
otherstream verbal and visual art: 26 weekly issues of a 
4.25 by 5.5 inch periodical they called Sh'WIPE! The 
series, a compendium of happenings at the frontiers of 
artistic exploration, is available for $20 from Greg Evason, 
20SA Liverpool Street, Guelph, Ontario, N1H 2L6 Canada. 


My first reaction to the series was indifference. The 
random issues I first saw seemed dominated by standard 
dada doodles: a foto of something mundane presented, 
bizarrely, as news or art; or various non se uiturs, visual or 
verbal (when not both), that were supposed to wow simply 
because they didn't make sense. But when I took time to 
study the pieces in the series (four per issue), I found a 
number of good ones, and at least two I considered 
masterpieces. 


The debut, issue "a," is especially easy to like. On its cover 
is a foto (or collage) by Paula Clair of a hand extended, 
palm up, holding a wristwatch minus its band. A strangely 
compelling image: Time deprived of its ability to mate, 
and the helplessness of its human lover? Inside is another 
intriguing graphic, this one by Daniel f. Bradley. It depicts 
the profile of two faces, a male one smiling down into a 
female one. It's an ordinary image from the fifties from 
the looks of the hair styles and the woman's hat — but the 
eyes of the couple are blocked out with little rectangles as 
if their identity must be concealed. The rectangles aren't 
black, though, but carnivally-colored to make the 
rectangles seem like a pair of kaleidoscopes: "How 
Romance Scrambles the Brains," with a new spin. 


I particularly wanted to like the next piece, a poem by 
Geof Huth, because he's a friend of mine: 


F CHOIC E 
4 QIOHD 4 


Unfortunately, I was unable to see the point of it. Why 
"choice?" Why not... well, "people?" E PEOPLE E? That 
sort of suggested "E Pluribus Unum." Indeed, any word 
treated the way Huth treated "choice" might do something 
interesting. T RIGH T? I think my adversarial attitude 
towards the poem is typical, not just of me, but of most 
people who come across a poem like Huth's and don't 
connect to it at once. No doubt such an attitude is as 
often justified as not, but in this case it could not have 
been less justified. 


Or so I decided when I finally noticed the "ECHO" in the 
poem. I don't know why it took me so long, but it made 
all the difference. I saw and felt the echoing of the E's, 
and the C's, and of the two instances of "E CHOIC E." | 
became intrigued by the CH's two ways of sounding, and 
the E's similar jitter between "eh" and silence. The hint of 
music -— and the dance — in "CHOIC" ("choir;" 
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"choreography") appealed to me as well. The sardonic 
notion of choice-as-echo, as in American Republicratic 
elections, flickered into my reflections. 


As I saw how opposed "ECHO" and "CHOICE" are to each 
other, I realized how powerfully the poem sums up not 
only all that exists in the tension between choosing and 
copying, but black versus white, up verses down, left 
versus right, and so on. Its subject was Dichotomy — it is 
a celebration of the perpetually closingopening cycle of 
blackwhite samedifferent updown yesno that the universe 
is. 


The last piece in issue a, by Greg Evason, isn't quite up 
there with Huth's, but I like it anyway. Evason lines out 
pieces of found text to reveal unexpected new messages. 
The message in this case is "Footprints," followed, three 
lines later, by "one deep thrust" and, two lines later, "in the 
dust.". This has special resonance for me, a compulsive 
seeker of footprints in texts. 


A suspiciously phallic fish head by John M. Bennett is on 
the cover of issue d. Part of its "neck" is included, criss 
crossed by straight lines -—- with numbers at their 
endpoints, in some cases. The fish is about to swallow the 
word "BLUR." This might be one of these trividada non 
sequiturs mentioned earlier, but something about the fish's 
transformation from life to diagram (its last lunge after a 
"blur" preserved forever) suggests all kinds of... BLUR about 
science versus life, and what'zit all about anyway, this 
chasing of phantoms — like words — or POETRY? That 
Bennett has published a ete collection called Blur adds 
an intriguing autobiographical strain. Also, the 
unblurredness of the word, "BLUR," is an interesting 
side-comment on the process of verbalization. 


John Byrum's “Batesville, Indiana," a sketch of four empty 
rectangles, makes issue i memorable, as well as another 
Evason piece about a man who steps "into a bucket of shit 
on purpose." He smiles to himself, "but sarah was full of 
despair at having fallen in love with an idiot. She took the 
dustfork & put holes into his body." The series seems to 
favor redolent love poems; one by M. Kettner, for 
example, refers to "the smell of the outhouse" in the 
beloved's hair. 


Issue m is entirely devoted to textual pictures. It starts 
with brian david jo(h)nson's "reality (c. 1978)," a splash of 
n's and u's, some of them with parts missing. Is the splash 
a chaos from which the "nu" (or "new" is trying to 
emerge? And/or the final process of Un? Either or neither 
way, the piece works as a visual image. So does the next 
piece, an arresting Kleelike construction of white letters 
and an "8" against a black background by Chris Winkler. 
A piece by Gary Barwin follows that shows a painter's 
canvas on which has been painted a humanized supine "i" 
with a bloated belly in which a second, tiny "i" floats — 
alphabetic madonna? But it could also be interpreted as a 
man flying a jet — which makes it a rather appropriate 
visual metaphor of a mother as a fetus's airplane into life. 
Daniel f. Bradley completes the issue with a combination 
of a scribbled (taxonomic?) note in French below a bird 
skull, the effect of which is similar to that of Bennett's fish 
head. 


Another wonderful graphic, this one by jwcurry, provides 
the cover for issue p. It features a stack of three small 
squares. Within the first is an x-ray of someone's rib cage, 
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within the second a detail from whoknows-what that 
includes the handwritten words, "intended for use/ for 
evaluation." The third provides a glimpse of (I guess) the 
moon's surface. Such a skim from the personal interior 
through the abstract neutrality of text to far-away 
impersonal exterior should keep a mind with a taste for 
High Drift satisfied for a reasonable period of time. But 
the fact that curry presents his stack of images flush 
against its negative image (where black substitutes for 
white, and vice versa), and labels the result "Lung Pieace" 
snaps all of it vividly particular, and we suddenly see/feel 
the in/out black/white there/here of human breathing. 
With that, all the piece's marvelous connotations have a 
core to anchor them. 


Another fine in/out graphic, by Malok, provides the cover 
for issue r. It's just a very much under-exposed 
photograph of a bowl. But is that bowl a soup bowl or its 
antithesis, a toilet bowl? 


Other standouts include a sardonic sexual-ecstasy poem by 
Bill Shields in issue f called, "aortic valve research by way of 
the vagina." Its narrator, "neckdeep" between a woman's 
thighs, brings her to great heights of orgasmic delight, 
then observes how, "with everything she wore/ she closed 
the damn door/ when she peed." This was followed by a 
completely unsardonic but equally fine poem by Randall 
Brock about, simply, a held—back tear caused by love gone 
wrong. Sounds like schlock, but see how its compression, 
and its withholding of sentiment until its final short line, 
gets that sentiment fully lit without floralling it into some 
kind of doily: 


burning 


blue 
motion 
in 

a tear 
held 
tight 
cursing

My final comments about Sh'WIPE! regard issue s. The 
cover, by Greg Evason and Daniel f. Bradley, is amazing. 
For one thing, it's called "meody closet." That's all the real 
text in it, except for a barelyperceptible typing of 
"BUSINESS." Apostrophes as snips of j's as fragments of u's 
and U's comprise the bulk of it, making up a dense 
composition that reminds me for some reason of 
Mondrian, but which also seems textural (fabric-like, to be 
specific), as well as melodic (all those sounds of u's and U's 
and pieces thereof). A horizontal line at the bottom of the 
piece even adds a mathematical ambience to it. It thus 
comes off for me as a near-perfect rendition of somethin 
as almost melody as "meody" is almost "melody;" an 
which has an “ode" in it as does "meody;" and which is 
concealed, as in a closet — whose name is on the verge of 
becoming "closest!" 


The piece after "meody closet" is a gentle lyric by Nicholas 
Power containing "a line in the mind you have to step 
across" and a “woman's white dress (that) plays seagull 
with the sidewalk," among other treats. A more somber 
piece by Joachim Frank about a hospitalized acquaintance 
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adds a different tone to the issue. Thereupon Evason 
returns with a poem called, "the muse is sick." The one 
word it contains is "singing" — but though "sing" is 
properly typed, it is preceded by a hand-scrawled comma, 
and its suffix is also handscrawled. Trivial? No; to me it 
depicts an attempt at singing which follows a great blank 
of prior time that a frail comma just barely manages to 
open a pause in, then quickly sickens to a nearly inaudible 
scrawl. In the process it exactly and instantly expresses 
what it is to grope in vain for Beautiful Expression. The 
rhyme of "sing" with "ing" adds an ironic hop to the 
concoction, too, as does the fact that the muse was not so 
sick after all. 


One final salute to Sh'WIPE! for inspiring a hilarious 
parody by jwcurry, available from Curvd H&Z, 1357 
Lansdowne Avenue, Toronto, Canada, M6H 3Z9, for a 
buck. 


A salute is in order for MalLife, too, for reaching the age of 
ten! This is a feat in the world of Otherstream. The only 
older magazines doing similar work are Karl Kempton's 
Kaldron and John M. Bennett's Lost & Found Times. 


The current (double) issue of MalLife, 20/21, is available 
for $8 from Bomb Shelter Props, Box 17686, Phoenix AZ 
85011. The price might seem steep, but you get an audio 
tape as well as 44 pages of print (and a fine cover with 
illustrations by Ruggiero Maggi and Minoy on its outside, 
and Angela Mark and Michael Shore on its inside). Both 
components are of high technical quality — the printed 
one includes not only tipped-in specimens of full color art,. 
and a parchment dat but also two little squares of 
metal. 


I prefer the printed component, because I can spread it 
out in front of me for study. The tape is enjoyable, 
though some of it is overly dedicated to sound—on-sound 
collages of radio samples, interference and harsh found 
noises. One of the participants, a group(?) called Dead Air, 
is once or twice guilty of this, but at their best they are 
very funny. I especially liked "Watch the Meter," which 
consists of a main voice saying, mostly, "we gotta do S and 
3 —" and variations thereof which emphasize numbers, 
and words like "too" and "for" that sound like numbers. 
Similar number-centered fragments cut in and out, over 
and under, to build the piece into a stirring evocation of 
hurriedly getting nowhere, by (and against) the numbers, 
until a voice at the end says, "Watch the meter," to neatly 
capture the idea of Modern Life as Metered Slavery. 


The tape also includes John M. Bennett performing two 
of his poems, and he is as viscerally deft a reader as he is a 
writer, and scrawler; Jake Berry doing the same with two 
of his; and an excerpt from a stand-up gig of Bob Black's 
that was mildly funny but by far the least adventurous 
segment of the tape. 


The purely auditory peak was Luigi Bob Drake's passage 
from Intomarumori, a pulsing five or six minutes of 
minimalist music with fresher sounds than most, and nice 
touches of repetition breaking down briefly but 
impressively into high lyricism. A piece by Mike 
Miskowski comes close to it, from different territory. Al 
Perry and Richard Kostelanetz each contributes an 
amusing take on the war between the sexes, too. The tape 
is well worth a listen. 
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The other half of MalLife contains an even wider range 
of otherstream matter than Sh'WIPE!, because it includes 
short stories and critical reviews as well as poems and 
graphics in various combinations. One, by Willie Smith, is 
about a 24-year-old who weighs 542 pounds and has an 
IQ near 300 yet spends all his waking hours watchin 
television and consuming cokes and pizzas. Michae 
Basinski contributes a _ fascinating piece that 
surrealistically/drunkenly combines Bukowskilevel 
barroom brawlery with Odin, Loki, heiroglyphics, Africa, 
Siberia and just plain slapstick, like the protagonist's 
yanking his adversary's beard as though he were on a bus 
signalling the driver that he wants to get off, and 
announcing the street he wants as he yanks. It's the sort 
of mix I love.

Among the many fine poems is a powerfully sardonic 
anti-lyric by Dan Raphael against the televistic 
mcdonaldization of the world. I loved this, in my 
wordworshipping way, mostly because "piano-oxen" 
immediately follows "peonies" in it, but also for its 
concluding description of America's "faith in always more 
room for the bottom to spread over."

MalLife has several fine long reviews, including Oberc's 
review of three recent books about Jonestown. There are 
also eight pages of mini-reviews by editor Mike Miskowski, 
and Jake Berry. The latter two are good at summarizing 
work with pith and style, though Berry is sometimes a 
more positive reviewer than even I am, which alarms me. 
MalLife is one of the essential publications for those 
interested in genuine experioddica.

I recently received a letter from Kevin Miller in Elmhurst, 
Illinois. Included with the letter was an article by Randall 
Tierney torn from an issue of American Film. The article 
discusses two lowbudget films, The Ticket Outta Here, shot 
in a week for $8,000 on a Sony Hi-8 by Jefferson Davis, 
and Shakespeare's Twelfth Night, done with a $99 
FisherPrice camcorder by Spike Stewart. Kevin writes: 


"I saw this article and got really excited. These two guys 
have done the type of thing I've been trying to do for 
years. I think what they've done is wonderful. A 
non-mainstream movie person contacted me after I sent 
him an inquiry about these guys, and tried to convince me 
I was an asshole for being interested in Davis and Stewart 
and their type of work. I don't buy that argument and if 
it does make me an asshole, it's the type of asshole I 
desperately want to be. 


"Do you know more about Davis and Stewart, and how to 
do what they are doing? Do you know how to get in 
touch with people who are doing or want to do this kind 
of thing? Do you know where people like Davis and 
Stewart go for inspiration, information, resources, 
networking? How do I gather a group of people around 
me who are interested in doing this sort of thing? I 
couldn't find people like that in film school." 


Kevin, no one here considers you an “asshole” for taking 
an interest in projects that appear to have jumped the 
tracks onto a dirt road. Your film school chums might, 
but they have probably been so brainwashed by the values 
of the mainstream that they don't know any better. 


The mainstream press tends to regard "the underground" 
(their quotes) as some sort of lunatic fringe, and claim it is 
the product of college kids on trust funds who dodged the 
draft and had lots of sex and drugs. To some extent this is 
true, but what they fail to recognize is that many people 
in the underground were artists honing their crafts — 
people like Lenny Bruce, Mort Sahl, Robert Williams, 
Gilbert Shelton and Robert Crumb. (I hear there's a great 
book called Gone Too Far by Tony Hendra that explains this 
more.) 


I don't know any more about Stewart or Davis than you 
do. Jefferson Davis sounds like a full-fledged dreadnaught 
sailing through to the lost continent: he wrote a script, he 
raised money, he got a cast and he successfully exhibited 
his work by bumping it up to 35 mm film from 8mm 
video. That's a big accomplishment. 


If what the article says about Spike Stewart is correct, 
then Spike may be the king of recent underground video, 
at least from the technical aspect. Two years ago I received 
a call from John Hudak, a local multimedia artist. Some 
‘friends had just given him a ninety-nine dollar 
Fisher-Price PXL 2000 camcorder to document his 
performance pieces and he wanted to know if I knew 
anything about the equipment. I did not; the last time I 
worked with FisherPrice equipment I was sitting in my 
crib, shoving plastic donuts on a stick. 


I didn't investigate further. Then, a few months ago I got 
a call from somebody trying to track down a person in the 
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Chicago-Wisconsin area who collects Kiddie-Cam vids. I 
couldn't help the caller that time, either, and I received a 
scolding for not being more aware of what is going on in 
"the underground" where PXL 2000 "rules.". Now the PXL 
2000 pops up again in the article about Spike Stewart. 


Stewart is no novice to video. In 1986 he shot D.U.I., his 
first feature, on VHS and transferred it to film. From what 
the article says, it was well-received, and it solidified 
Stewart's "Nouveau Medieval" style where he lets the 
medium suit the element. Stewart's new feature, done 
with the PXL 2000, is Twelfth Night, and it has an 
incredible cast: Buck Henry, creator of both Get Smart and 
Saturday Night Live, is acting; so are Bruce Glover, Grant 
Loud and Kay Lenz. I had a big crush on Kay Lenz when I 
was in seventh grade. She, along with Susan Dey and 
Marsha Brady were why you watched the same TV shows 
as your sisters on Friday nights. It's worth noting that 
Stewart and Davis both emphasize the need for tightness 
in their scripts when working with professional actors. 


Kevin, don't let your film school buddies make you think 
you're an asshole for trying something that can be 
described as the "rugged, individualist" American style of 
expression. Why be stymied by a non-participation 
medium like corporate films when you can make your 
own? 


You don't have to be high-tech to be creative — after all, 
William Gibson wrote his Cyberpunk novels on a manual 
Underwood. There is always going to be a rift between 
technical purists and storytellers no matter what level 
you're at. One company that gets trashed a lot is NFL 
Films. 


Many producers chuckle when NFL Film is mentioned 
because the shots don't always match: grass is astroturf, 
astroturf is grass, and so on. Who cares? After it's all 
edited and the soundtrack dumped, they get great visuals 
of genetic freaks creaming each other in slow motion. | 
think these are some of the best tone poems of the last 25 
years. They reflect society and aren't as redundant as most 
art films. 


To bone up more on making movies of your own, check 
out Independent Film Making by Lenny Lipton and any 
Kodak "How To" home video or home movie book. You 
really don't need much more except for a camera. If you 
comb garage sales, you can find a kiddie-cam for ten bucks 
and great lighting equipment being sold as Christmas or 
Halloween decorations. Getting people to help is a 
problem, but it's everybody's problem in moviemaking 
(except for large studios), so if you get frustrated, consider 
yourself officially "there." 

One guy you can contact in your area is Jeff Economy 
from 23 Skiddoo, 2271 North Lincoln #459, Chicago IL 
60614. He has an access show and perhaps he needs 
somebody to string some cables or hold a mike. At the 
least, he's a good information source. 


Good luck, and perhaps you can get your friends 
interested in the kind of project you want to do. They just 
need something to rock the boat. After all, | never 
believed in the death penalty until the S&L crisis.

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Techniques of Zine Publishing, by Joe "Kingfish" Lane 


Establishing yourself as a zine publisher requires selecting a 
printing method. The decision is based on the size of the 
zine and number of pages, the number of copies to be 
printed, and your budget. 


Photocopying has become part of our culture, and few are 
unfamiliar with the process. A master page for your 
magazine is placed on the glass surface of the copier. 
Selections are made from a menu of sizes. Advanced 
machines can shrink or enlarge the master, and color is 
available at several bucks a shot. The most common paper 
sizes are letter, legal, and 11x17 (twice the width of letter). 
Folding pages printed on a particular size of paper provides 
additional size and shape options for your publication. For 
example, an eight-page publication with letter—size pages 
can be printed on two sheets of 11x17 paper. 


The main advantage of photocopying is speed, and for 
small print runs (typically, under 500), it is cheaper than 
offset printing. Photocopy machines differ substantially in 
their quality of printing. Differences in machine quality 
often explain price differences between competing shops, 
and it pays to see a sample before doing a whole print run. 
Most photocopiers run best with 60 pound paper. Sixty 
pound is a good size if you are doing double-sided copies; 
with lighter weights you might have too much 


- see-through. 


Sometimes you can get a better price if you are willing to 
feed originals into the machine yourself instead of paying 
a staffperson at the shop to do it. Most copy shops also 
offer staple and folding services for modest prices: 


If you plan to include photographs in your zine, you will 
need to get them half-toned, no matter what printing 
process you use. This can cost as much as twelve dollars 
per halftone. Often, though, you can gang six or eight 
ah into a single halftone and save money. The 

alftoning process converts your photos from continuous 
images to fields of tiny dots, which are easier for printing 
cameras to interpret. If you do not use halftones, you 
photos will typically appear to be too black. 


For press runs of more than 500 copies, offset printing is a 
cheaper method of printing. Offset printing entails 
making a negative from the zine pages (which must have 
all print in black to be seen by the camera — no colors), 
then making a printing plate from the negative. The 
printing plate is then attached to the printing press, which 
uses an oil-based ink. The plate is covered with water, 
which adheres to places that will remain white. Then ink 
is applied, covering the rest of the page. The ink from the 
plate is transferred by a rubber roller in a reverse (or 
"mirror") image that is then run onto the the paper. 


There are two types of offset presses: sheet-fed and web 
offset. Sheet-fed offset presses usually run the same size 
sheets of paper as photocopy machines, though larger 
ones can also print newspapers. They are good for 
printing digest-sized zines or zines that are standard or 
legal size and stapled at the top. On most sheet—fed 
presses, only one side can be printed at a time. 
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Web offset presses are large contraptions that run at high 
speeds, printing and cutting from large rolls or paper, 
usually newsprint. The press has many different plates and 
can print both sides of each sheet. Web presses are good 
for newspapers and magazine-sized zines that must have 
several thousand copies. After the initial thousand copies 
and all the pre=press costs are paid, economy of scale 
makes additional printing rather cheap. Printing 1000 
copies with web offset might cost, say, $1000, but printing 
two thousand might cost only $1250. The web offset press 
usually prints in multiples of four or eight pages, so check 
with your printer before you come in with a 14—page zine. 


Offset presses can print in black and white, have spot color 
(such as a headline or drawing run in color while the rest 
of the page is done in black and white), or have full-color 
photographs. Full color requires running the page 
through additional plates, each carrying a color.
